From Our Home 
to God’s Home 


OMMIE’s body was laid to rest in 
M. Resurrection Garden of Evergreen 

Memorial Gardens east of Van- 
couver, Wash., following a service at the 
Central Bible Church in Portland, Ore., 
on May 13. Dr. John G. Mitchell, pas- 
tor, officiated with the assistance of the 
Rev. Dwight Custis, the Rev. O. Grant 
Whipple, the Rev. Chester Rutledge and 
Dr. T. L. Bradley. Some 1200 friends at- 
tended the memorial service and heard 
testimony to the faithfulness of God as 
shown in the life and ministry of 
Mommie of the “Mixing Bowl.” 

Evergreen Gardens is approximately 
three miles from our home, and the 
gentle eastward slope faces the moun- 
tains which hem in the Columbia Gorge. 
We enjoyed that view together twice a 
day for ten days during the past summer 
as we drove to a nearby Bible camp for 
ministry. 

Bobbie and Taddie did not attend the 
funeral service and so, after relatives 
and friends had gone from our home, 
we took them along with Becky, Virginia 
and Annette to the grave to see the 
flowers. The children gathered flowers 
from beautiful wreaths and sprays just 
as though the body of their dear 
Mommie did not lie under them. 

Then Daddy attempted to pray and to 
tell the blessed Lord that we wanted to 
be the sort of family that Mommie had 
prayed and labored that we be. But the 
prayer never reached its formal end, be- 
cause suddenly we knew that Mommie 
was gone and tears cut short our pray- 
ers. 

We returned to our car to hear the 
beautiful strains of “No Night There” 
come in from Portland’s Christian radio 


| station KRWC on the car radio. As we 


looked past the afternoon shadows to the 
majestic snowcapped peak of Mt. Hood, 
we could not but thank God for this 
“after service” and to the further assur- 
ance of that happy land beyond the 
sunset. 

Mommie’s death came as a terrible 
shock to us, because we had been led to 
believe that, in spite of being uncon- 
scious for twenty-two days following 
her April 17 car accident, it was God’s 
will to restore her. 

This assurance was based upon two 
Scripture verses which came from a 


| precious promise box of texts used in 


morning devotions at the Einerson 
Teague home in Salem, Ore., where 
Daddy stayed following the accident. 
The verses came in answer to earnest 
prayer in the early morning hours asking 
God for guidance in praying. They were 
John 11:40, “Said I not unto thee, that, 
if thou wouldest believe, thou shouldest

see the glory of God?”, and Jeremiah 
30:17, “I will restore health unto thee, 
and I will heal thee of thy wounds.” 

These verses seemed to constitute such 
direct leading that, in our thinking and 
faith, it was not a matter of “if” but 
simply “when” God would heal. 

The call from the hospital sometime 
between one and two in the morning of 
May 9 with its, “I have some bad news 
for you,” caught us wholly unprepared. 
Joe’s, “It can’t be,” and Jon’s, “Then 
God must have something wonderful in 
mind,” seemed to summarize the chil- 
dren’s reaction. 

We cannot understand how God 
seemed to lead us from clinging faith to 
claiming faith only to send us reeling 
back to cling to Him without knowing 
why our seeming assurance should be 
shattered. But even in this we soon 
discovered that “altered answers’ to 
prayer were not uncommon to cthers. 
As we entered the brotherhood of be- 
reavement we were to learn that the 
same test had come to some very dear 
friends of ours. 

The evening following Mommie'’s 
homegoing these friends called on us. 
They had seen their only son waste 
away and finally die, although they had 
been buoyed up with confidence that he 
would be healed. And they had been 
given the identical verses so remarkably 
given to us. 

We were able to comfort each other in 
believing that God would test us to trust 
Him when to all appearances He had 
failed His promises. Thank God we were 
able to say from the heart something of 
what Job said, “Though He slay me, 
yet will I trust Him.” 

A day or two following this while driv- 
ing to school, God spoke to me through 
Psalm 66:20, which came over the Chris- 
tian radio station on the “Pathway to 
Peace” program: “Blessed be God, which 
hath not turned away my prayer, nor 
his mercy from me.” To this we would 
add Psalm 119:128: “I esteem all thy 
precepts concerning all things to be 
right.” 

In the Bible Mommie carried with her 
the day of her accident were several out- 
lines of talks. Many times she did not 
decide what to speak on until she saw 
her audience. One outline on “Mother” 





had this statement, “A home isn’t quite 
complete unless Mother is there.” We 
have found this to be an understatement 
of our irreplaceable loss, but we are 
grateful to God for the way He has sus- 


tained all of us and for the blessed as- f 


surance in our hearts that Mommie has 
gone to be with Christ, “which is far 


better.” H

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High Court Denies Plea 

Late in May the U.S. Supreme Court refused to hear an appeal by a Pennsylvania 
farmer who claimed his religious beliefs prevented him from complying with the 
Federal marketing quota imposed for the 1954 wheat crop. The appeal was being 
made for Henry Kissinger of Millersburg, Pa., who had protested the constitu- 
tionality of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938. 

In his appeal, Farmer Kissinger asked: “Does the Constitution’s First Amend- 
ment, which provides that Congress shall make no law prohibiting the free exer- 
cise of religion, permit a farmer to be penalized for planting wheat when it is 
the religious conviction of the farmer that he should use his land and labor to 
realize the maximum fertility of his land?” 


U. S. Given Historical Bible 

In Washington, D.C., the Library of Congress has been presented with a rare and 
interesting token of good will—a Bible which has been missing since the British 
burned the city in 1814. 

The mystery of the missing Bible was disclosed by Commander Harry Bent of 
the British Royal Navy, the most recent owner. He has returned it to the people 
of the United States as a gesture of good will and gratitude. The Commander 
revealed that the Bible was taken at the Battle of Washington by a Major 
Nathaniel Cole of the Royal Marines. It is presumed that he saved it from the 
fire that destroyed the Government buildings. 


New Gospel Radio Stations 
Religious broadcasting continues to grow and put forth a greater effort. In recent 
weeks a number of new radio stations have been in the news. 

In Atlanta, Ga., radio station WAVO, “The Christian Voice of Greater Atlanta,” 
sponsored by Evangelist L. E. Latham and his Great Commission Hour, announced 
that after more than a year of “difficulties and trials too numerous to mention” it 
will soon go on the air. A new tower and ground system has been completed, a 
studio and office building was almost completed early in June. 

The Federal Communications Commission recently granted the Moody Bible 
Institute an FM frequency in Cleveland, Ohio, it was announced by C. B. Nordland, 
manager of the publications and radio division. 

This new venture is being undertaken in cooperation with the Christian Radio 
Fellowship, an organization of Christian laymen from the Cleveland area who 
have undertaken to raise the money needed for studio and transmitter facilities 
Moody Bible Institute which for 32 years has operated WMBI, a non-commercial 
AM station in Chicago, will provide management, programming and personnel. 


Free China Pastor Reports ‘Atrocities’ 

A former colonel in the army of the Republic of Free China now is in a position 
to know from first-hand experience that communist “atrocities abound on the 
mainland of Red China, but no religious freedom is there.’ The former soldier. 
now a student at Faith Theological Seminary, Philadelphia, Pa., is the Rev. John 
Hung-Fan Hsieh. 

Mr. Hsieh, a Presbyterian, is a born-again Christian. Having begun his college 
training at Nan Yang Medical College, he changed his plans when God saved his 


soul. He took up theological studies instead of medicine and graduated in 1937 
from North China Theological Seminary, now long since captured by the 
communists. 


Italian Court Acquits Pastor 
A civil court near Naples acquitted an evangelical pastor accused of performing 
a marriage ceremony without previous police authorization. 

The Rev. Pasquale Ferrara was brought to the court of Calabritto on charges 
that he failed to comply with Italian police laws enacted in 1931 prohibiting non- 
Roman Catholic functions without police approval. In acquitting the pastor, the 
tribunal based its decision on a ruling handed down last year by Italy’s Constitu- 
tional Court, the highest judiciary body in the country. In that ruling the high 
court said that constitutional principles of religious equality and freedom of 
assembly must prevail over conflicting police regulations.

There were 18,000 persons squeezed into the Palace with an- 
other 5,000 outside and, according to police, 2,000 carloads of 
people, discouraged because of a six-mile traffic tangle, turned 
around and went back home.

In one of his first meetings Graham told the people, “We are 
picking up where we left off at Madison Square Garden.” Sta- 
tistics-wise, at any rate, the evangelist was correct. At the

This meant that from the standpoint of total attendance and 
decisions, the Bay Area crusade was ahead of last year’s cam- 
paign. “Above our wildest imaginations,” declared Graham. 


During the second week of the Crusade, Walter H. Smyth, 
crusade director, remarked that the meetings were “becoming 
remarkably close to the pace set in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden last summer.” The first telecast of the San 
Francisco meeting brought a response “far ahead” of the ones 
originated in New York. Each hour-long telecast was aired 
on one-hundred-forty stations and cost approximately 
$60,000. Attendance at the end of the week was “well over” 
100,000; decisions, 5,000.

» I have, after a 
fashion, a little ad- 
venture every time 
I get a new batch 
of records. It’s the 
reverse of listening 
to a radio voice and 
trying to imagine 
what the owner 
looks like. In this 
case, I look at a 
record jacket, spell out a new name, take 
a peek at the artist’s photograph on the 
album jacket, and try to imagine what 
kind of sound he (she) is going to make. 
Usually, I am able to type the voice 
immediately as an initial impression, 
then I start listening for the surround- 
ing musical appointments. 

Such was “the case” when I delved 





into a new recording by a young so- ~ 


prano, the subject of our first review: 
SONGS FROM THE BIBLE BY BETTY 
HUDSON (Word Records—W-3040-LP). 
This is one of the few records I’ve 
listened to all the way, both sides, twice, 
with delight. From the front color pic- 
ture, through the record, and to the 
notes on the back, this is a very satisfy- 
ing situation. Betty Hudson has an out- 
standing vocal quality and delivery. She 
has good control and sensitive expres- 
sion—though the recording acoustics 
could have sounded a little more “live.” 
The organ accompaniment by Clifford 
Tucker of Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York, was dependably played through- 
out, though it too, in spots, seemed to 
lack life. 

A unique and much needed feature of 
this compilation of songs is that all of 
them, both classic and gospel songs, have 
their inspiration in, or have been chosen 
directly from, the Holy Scriptures, and 
so have a compelling message backed by 
the Book itself. 

Some of the selections you will hear 
in this group are How Beautiful upon 
the Mountains (Harker), His Eye Is 
on the Sparrow, Ninety-first Psalm, 
What God Hath Promised, The Story 
of Jesus, Jesus Rose of Sharon, Con- 
sider the Lilies, Just When I Need Him 
Most, Jesus Is All the World to Me, and 
In My Father’s House Are Many Man- 
sions (McDermid). 


There’s a statement I commonly hear 
in Christian circles concerning a tal- 
ented person: “If he were performing in 
the entertainment or concert field, he 
would be famous (or be making thou- 
sands).” That comment bothers me 
sometimes, because it is generally made 
by people who don’t realize the stern 
demands and intense competition that 
are in “show business” or on the con- 
cert stage. 

Certain individuals, however. have 
proved their talent and won the world’s 
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applause. Without running on past lau- 
rels, they have met Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and given to Him the large por- 
tion of their talents. I’d like you to meet 
one of these, whose voice and name I 
have heard many times in concert and 
on the Voice of Firestone radio-television 
program. He is presented to very good 
advantage in the album before me now: 
THE HOLY CITY—JEROME HINES 
(RCA LPM-1637). 

This 36-year-old, six foot six inch 
songster is one of the Metropolitan 
Opera’s principal assets, and should be 
heard rather than talked about. If you 
should happen to come in contact with 
this album, you'll see on the front cover 
a graphic color photo of the Holy Land 
and you'll read some good biographical 
material on the back. 

Inside you'll hear some of the best 
loved sacred classics and anthems of our 
day, including I Walked Today Where 
Jesus Walked, My Task, The Penitent, 
The Palms, The Blind Ploughman, Panis 
Angelicus, Bless This House, Just for 
Today, and the title song, The Holy 
City. 

As a complimentary treat, the bass- 
baritone voice of Mr. Hines is back- 
grounded by orchestra and chorus con- 
ducted by another talented man in God’s 
service, Paul Michelson. These two men 
are a combination par excellence, and 
the album, I think, is a specialty.

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Saved by the Evidence? 

At the site of the ancient city of Dothan, according to 
a recent news release, the Wheaton College Archaeo- 
logical Expedition to the Holy Land, under the direction of 
Dr. Joseph P. Free, has uncovered strong evidence to 
confirm the Biblical record of the Syrian invasion and 
destruction of the city, which occurred about 700 B.C. 
This bit of evidence, another in a long series supporting 
the historicity of the Bible account, leads to the question, 
Is the Christian faith in any way changed by demonstrable 
proofs? Can factual evidence be considered a substitute 
for Christian faith? 

The answer from the Bible is no. We are not saved by 
evidence, and no process of reasoning will ever bring 
us to God. “The world by wisdom knew not God.” “Faith 
is the substance of things hoped for.” Faith is God’s only 
appointed way, and let no one make any mistake about it. 

Not that the faith which God requires is unthinking, 
unreasoning and unreasonable. On the contrary, the 
Christian faith is undergirded by the truth of God, and 
sustained by the’ stubborn fact. In one archaeological find- 
ing after another the stones are crying out that God’s 
Word is true. And living as we are, only a trigger pull 
away from destruction, it is good to see the weight of 
archaeological evidence mounting, substantiating and 
confirming that record which forms the basis for our faith, 
the Bible. 

Accumulating evidence, however, will not necessarily 
change the viewpoint of some who say they cannot 
believe the Bible, and the reason is not so much because 
their intellect is involved, but their will. In some 
directions, it seems to us, they put many a Christian to 
shame in the matter of faith, going far beyond the 
bounds of ordinary credulity. 

Recently we had occasion to visit a well-known 
museum of natural history located in one of our great 
cities. At one of the exhibits we saw a stone split roughly 
in half, and on the inner sides of each half could be seen 
the clear outlines of one of our modern insect pests. All 
Latin terms aside (as the young paleontologist explained 
to us), it was a “thousand-legger.” When we asked the 
young fellow how old the specimen was, he replied, 
“About a quarter of a billion years,” “But,” we ventured, 
“this looks just like the same insect of today, in which 
case what happens then to the evolutionary theory?” 
Quite easily the answer came: “Well, you see, some 
species take longer to evolve than others.” 

Now, the young man seemed very sure of his answer— 
and after all, it is reasonable that once a certain principle 
of interpretation is accepted, certain conclusions must 
follow, and this was one of them. But as we left that 
particular exhibit, we could not help asking each other, 
Which places a greater strain on credulity, the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Christian faith or this theory of 
biological science? 

We are convinced that the difficulty lies in what we are 
asked to give intellectual assent to. For egocentri¢é man, 
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Christianity touches a little too close to home. Christ 
who gave so much for him, seems to ask far more than 
he is willing to give. And so we conclude that is must be 
not so much a matter of the mind as a matter of the will. 
“Ye will not come to me that ye might have life.” 


Homecall tor “**Mommie”™ 

Thousands of Moopy MonrtHLty readers no doubt share 
the keen sense of loss which has been felt in our own 
office at the homegoing of Mrs. Willard Aldrich, author of 
the widely appreciated column, “Out of the Mixing 
Bowl.” 

Mrs. Aldrich went into the Lord’s presence May 9 
Three weeks earlier, while en route to a speaking engage- 
ment with her sister, the station wagon in which she was 
riding collided with another car.

testimony:

It is pictured as the indispensable in- 
gredient of birthday parties and fishing trips—‘beer 
belongs.’ Our youth have been brainwashed to feel that 
parents who do not drink are definitely out of date and 
out of step .. . Today’s youth live with the totally talse 
assumption that the successful and congenial social 
contact begins at the cocktail party.” 

Meeting the argument that liquor advertising is already 
sufficiently controlled, the Sunday School Association 
executive went on to point out the deceptive nature of 
present advertising. “If the liquor ads were to depict the 
whole truth,” he declared, “they would have to say that 
it is habit forming; it clouds the vision; it retards re- 
action; it releases inhibitions; it is dangerous on the high- 
way; it leads to and causes crime; it undermines homes, 
and millions of innocent children suffer physically, emo- 
tionally and economically as a result.” 

Liquor also plays a major role in teen-age crime. Ac- 
cording to a survey of 29,000 high school students in one 
county in New York, 90 per cent of those under 18 drank 
and started drinking before they were sixteen—not one of 
whom could legally buy beverage alcohol.

While multitudes this Independence Day, 1958, turn their 
thoughts to political problems and military might, to orbiting 




















missiles and supersonic jets, the Chris- 
tians of America—not the 91.9 per cent 
but the much smaller group of true be- 
lievers—carry a special, divinely imposed 
responsibility toward our beloved land. 


1. First of all, every believer can and 
should intercede for our country: for the 
President of the United States, for mem- 
bers of Congress and for all in govern- 
ment on the national, state, county and 
local levels. 

We will do well to recall Abraham 
Lincoln’s plea for prayer, as he set out 
upon his journey for his inauguration: 
“I go to assume a task more difficult 
than that which has devolved upon any 
other man since the days of Washington. 
He never would have succeeded but for 
the aid of Divine Providence, upon which 
he at all times relied. I feel that I can- 
not succeed without the same divine 
blessing which sustained him, and on the 
same Almighty Being I place my reliance 
for support. And I hope you, my friends, 
will all pray that I may receive the di- 
vine assistance without which I cannot 
succeed, but with which success is cer- 
tain.” 

Our heavenly Father will still honor 
the prayers of those who “seek the 
peace of the city ... and pray unto the 
Lord for it; for in the peace thereof ye 
shall have peace.” Especially in national 
issues, they will learn that “the effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man avail- 
eth much.” 


2. Again, Independence Day reminds 
us of our duties as citizens. Believers will 
cheerfully “render ... unto Caesar the 
things which are Caesar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” The closing 
words of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address 
still issue their call to our day: “We 
here highly resolve that these dead shall 
not have died in vain; that this nation, 
under God, shall have a new birth of 
freedom, and that government of the 


people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, shall not perish from the earth.” 

Good citizenship involves particularly 
obedience to the laws of the land; for 
the New Testament repeatedly appeals 
for such compliance with duly consti- 
tuted authority in passages like these: 

“Let every soul be subject to the higher 
powers!” 

“Submit yourselves to every ordinance 
of man for the Lord’s sake; whether it 
be to the King as supreme, or unto gov- 
ernors as unto them that are sent by him 
for the punishment of evil doers and for 
the praise of them that do well.” ‘ 

“Put them in mind to be subject to 
principalities and powers, to obey magis- 
trates!” 


3. No matter where our heavenly Fa- 
ther may have placed him in life, every 
individual believer, too, can make his 
own distinctive contribution to good 
government, to the elimination of crime 
and corruption, and to the advancement 
of our nation’s welfare. In the provi- 
dence of God, even a small act on your 
part can have far-reaching, constructive 
results. 

Write that letter to the editor of your 
local newspaper! Raise your voice in pro- 
test against the sale and distribution of 
indecent literature! Speak up against 
corruption in your local trade or labor 
union! Above all, vote regularly and con- 
scientiously, in keeping with sound 
Christian principles! 

No matter what your circumstances or 
background may be, you can often obtain 
surprising results by making your views 
and wishes known. “It is better to light 
one candle than to curse the darkness.” 


4. Especially, however, every believer 
can undergird our country’s welfare by 
contributing that upbuilding righteous- 
ness which alone can exalt our nation. 
Through their godly lives, the Christians 
of America can be the salt which will 


land and the righteous 
postpone God’s 


preserve our 
minority which will 
judgment. 

How can this be? In Genesis 18 we 
read that when the iniquity of Sodom 
and Gomorrah became so great that 
even a loving Heavenly Father could 
no longer permit it to continue, the Lord 
God declared: “I will go down now, and 
see whether they have done altogether 
according to the cry of it, which is come 
unto Me.” 

Then Abraham pleaded: “Wilt Thou 
also destroy the righteous with the wick- 
ed?”; whereupon, the venerable patriarch 
interceded for the life of the city, plead- 
ing first the presence of fifty righteous 
within the city. “And the Lord said, If 
I find in Sodom fifty righteous within 
the city, then will I spare all the place 
for their sakes.” 

Abraham continued, pleading’ the 
presence of forty-five, of forty, of thirty, 
of twenty, and finally of ten righteous 
persons. And because not even ten true 
believers could be found in Sodom, God 
destroyed these cities. How important it 
is today that we preserve and strengthen 
America’s minority of godly people. 

Over a hundred years ago, De Tocque- 
ville of France visited America. Upon his 
return home he wrote: “I sought for the 
greatness of America in her harbors 
and rivers and fertile fields, and her 
mines and commerce. It was not there. 
Not until I went into the churches and 
heard her pulpits flame with righteous- 
ness did I understand the greatness of 
her power. America is great because she 
is good; and if America ever ceases to be 
good, America will cease to be great.” 

Independence Day, 1958, becomes a 
clarion call to every Bible-loving be- 
liever, calling him to think and work 
and pray for our richly-blessed nation. 
May the Lord of Nations grant that this 
may yet be said of America in our day, 
“America is great because she is good!”

“Hurry and get ready,” it urged. “We ought to have a 

place ready for you in about two months!” 

Excitedly Marion Urspringer and I went to work. Weeks 
before, along with the children, we had watched our husbands 
disappear down the road. They were returning at last to the 
Philippines to begin the school God had laid on their hearts 
when they were still GI’s. 

“We'll see you in a few months—in the Philippines!” they 
had shouted. Now the time had come to join them. 

The days that followed were crammed full—buying, pack- 
ing, making arrangements and getting shots for the young-

sters. Never will I outlive the memory of the doctor’s office— 
with the baby crying from his shot, my own arm aching, 
Sharon cowering under a chair, and Carol running down the 
hall in a panic. But Christmas Day we two wives and five 
children waved goodbye to our families and boarded the 
train for the West Coast. 


+ WITH everyone tucked away for the night, my mind went 
back over the way God had called former U.S. service men 
into His service in the Pacific. I thought of the little group 
of Christian GI’s God had brought together in the Philippines 
during World War II, of their evangelistic campaigns for

other service men and the resulting 
nucleus of praying men who had been 
associated with their GI Gospel Hour. 
Then I thought of the first word my 
chaplain husband had written in Sep- 
tember, 1945, about their desire to leave 
a permanent work in the Philippines. 

“Tonight as about forty of us prayed 
the Lord clearly indicated that we were 
to start a school,” he wrote—an inter- 
denominational one, with the aim of 
evangelizing the islands—a school where 
Filipino young people can be trained 
in the Bible. We even gave it a name— 
Far Eastern Bible Institute and Sem- 
inary, FEBIAS for short.” 

Another letter a few 
picked up the story. 

“T’ve been walking out under the 
moon,” it read. “I was thinking about 
FEBIAS, and although I didn’t hear an 
actual voice, the impression came so 
strong, ‘My son, are you willing to 
give yourself for FEBIAS?’ Up to now 
I’ve been vitally interested, but hardly 
to that extent. After a while I said, ‘Yes, 
Lord!’ I don’t know what it will mean 
to us, Honey, but we're willing to obey 
the Lord, aren’t we... ?” 


weeks later 


+ LETTERS like these broke in sharply on 
my lonely reveries about how wonderful 
it would be when “Daddy” came home to 
stay. True, since childhood I had 
dreamed of being a missionary. But this 
sounded so new, so untried. These GI’s 
were young. What did they know about 
starting a Bible school? Where would 
they get the money? 

Well, perhaps it would all blow over, 
or I could at least suggest that we go 
out under an established board 

But was it purely accidental that I 
happened on Psalms 76:10 in my devo- 
tions a few days later? “Surely the 
wrath of man shall praise thee .. .” To 
me the wrath of man meant war. Could 
war bring praise to God? Was not the 
very opposite true? Then I thought of 
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the GIs’ vision of FEBIAS. If the war 
had opened their eyes to the need of the 
world, that would bring praise to Him, 
wouldn’t it? Maybe there was more to 
this than I realized. 

One day after Russell came home I 
had to face the problem squarely. A 
little nurse, fresh from Manila, was 
working on a letter in our bedroom. She 
was trying to rally the scattered GI's 
to get behind the work, but the little 
old portable just wouldn’t spell for her. 
Should I drag my feet or should I get 
behind this vision? It was so unreason- 
able, so humanly impossible! Then, un- 
mistakably, God talked to me. And I 
couldn’t fight against Him. 


+ AFTER that there had been no ques- 
tion. Sink or swim, we were in it—even 
when some of the staunchest supporters 
dropped out. Our living room became 
the home office. Mother pinch-hit for 
secretary, editor of our little paper, The 
Crusader, and general office manager 
Daddy acted as executive secretary and 
deputation man, while carrying a heavy 
load at seminary. 

I can still see the circle of volunteers. 
Mimeographing, addressing, stamping, 
stuffing, they worked in every corner 
of our apartment, sometimes into the 
wee hours of the morning. The spirit 
was warm and wonderful. God who had 
met with the forty was raising up 
others to help shoulder the burden. 

About this time we learned that 
servicemen in Japan were planning a 
GI Crusade. In miraculous ways God 
brought our two groups together as the 
Far Eastern Gospel Crusade with fields 
in the Philippines and Japan. 


+ MontTHS passed and the conviction 
began to grow on us that something 
tangible must be done on the fields. 
Who should go? I can remember typing 
letters to some we thought might con- 
sider going. They were interested, but—

Then one evening the “inner circle” 
met at the home of one of our board 
members for prayer. There the Lord 
seemed to single out two men, Carl 
Urspringer and Russell, for this work. 
Carl would be construction engineer; 
my husband would organize the school. 


+ OVERNIGHT Our home became like 
Grand Central Station. Russell’s ap- 
pointment to head up the school made it 
imperative for him to finish the work 
for his B.D. Secretary, wife, daughters, 
dictaphone, all figured in that super- 
human struggle. 

At times we wondered whether Daddy's 
diploma or Bobby’s birth certificate 
would be issued first. I finally had to 
take time out to have my baby and 
Russell managed to collect his “sheep- 
skin.” Then three months later the 
first “caravan” had left St. Paul for the 
Philippines. Now Marion and I and the 
children were joining them. 

But not without misgivings. Frequently 
we would think about our flimsy (at that 
time) home constituency and the seri- 
ousness of our position if the hurriedly- 
organized home office should fail. But 
God was urging us on. He knew, though 
we did not, of Philip Armstrong and 
others He was preparing to strengthen 
and carry on this part of His work. 


+ AFTER being mercifully detained (I 
didn’t think so at the time) on the 
coast for a month, and spending a month 
aboard the California Bear in company 
with a load of dynamite, we finally dis- 
embarked in Manila harbor. Carl and 
Russell were there to meet us. Soon 
the battered jeep, “Nancy” was deposit- 
ing her dust-covered passengers at the 
site of our new home. 

Did I say “home”? Unbelievingly we 
looked around at the wilderness that 
was FEBIAS. Then we turned in dismay 
to our husbands. “But how about the 
quonsets”? we asked. “The ones we're 
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The Far Eastern Bible Institute and Seminary as it appears from the air today. 


supposed to live in? Where are they?” 

They weren't! Typhoons, inexperi- 
enced laborers and lack of funds had 
caused our somewhat optimistic hus- 
bands to miscalculate! Only the shell 
of one hut was standing and a big 
army tent. Urspringers moved into the 
tent and after a week with missionaries 
in Manila our family moved onto the 
cement floor of quonset number one. 

Home, sweet home, in the Philippines 
at last! True, there were no windows, 
no doors—no-walls for that matter— 
but there was plenty of company, dogs, 
cats, chickens and what have you. 


+ THERE was plenty of work, too. But 
gradually things began to take shape. 
That was February and we had set 
June as our goal for the opening of 
school. One evening, under a spreading 
mango tree on the campus we held our 
first official meeting of those who were 
interested in FEBIAS. We felt the re- 
sponse was good and were not a little 
encouraged—that is, until a delegation 
of friends came out to see us the next 
morning. They saw how slowly the work 
was progressing, sensed that our funds 
were depleted and that the project we 
were attempting was humanly impos- 
sible. 

“Why don’t you sell what you have 
here and join forces with the other 
Crusaders in Japan?” they reasoned 
“Perhaps there isn’t any need for 
FEBIAS. Anyway, where do you expect 
to get teachers? How many students do 
you have lined up?” 

“No need for FEBIAS?” “Go to 
Japan?” Blinded by tears I rushed to my 
cot and stayed there till they left. Rus- 
sell came to find me. 

“What shall we do?” I asked, almost 
desperately. 

“Do? Why we'll go right on building 
FEBIAS, of course,” he answered, mat- 
ter-of-factly. 

And we did, or rather He did.

+ EXCITEMENT rose high when our first 
student applied. Of course. she would 
have to work for us because her folks 
couldn’t support her, but she had li- 
brary experience, and how we needed 
a librarian! Other students followed, 
some twenty in all, thirteen of whom 
stuck it out that first year. 

But what about a faculty? I can re- 
member our joy when we learned that 
Beulah Heaton with an M.A. in Chris- 
tian education was willing to come. 
Miraculous, too, was the way God sent 
Evangelista Siodora back to the Philip- 
pines after seven years in the States. 
Then there was petite Doctorah Orteza, 
a full-fledged Filipino physician, who 
helped that first year. These, with the 
director and me, made up our faculty. 

Faith Hall, the tiny cubicle where the 
students cooked and ate their meals, 
was sO named because faith was the 
coin that kept the “barrel” (of rice) 
from becoming empty. The chapel had 
no walls, and the improvised sheet iron 
we put up to keep the torrential rains 
out made such a din that the students 
could hardly hear the teachers. The 
dorms were unpainted and very meagerly 
furnished. Missionary housing was just 
the same. But no one complained. We 
were one big happy family—not without 
problems, but with an_ all-sufficient 
Saviour. 


+ IT would take a book to tell you what 
God has done in and through the Cru- 
sade since those early days. The original 
two missionaries have increased to 137 
in the Philippines, Okinawa, and Japan. 
The home office is well-staffed and oper- 
ating efficiently. FEBIAS’ enrollment has 
grown from thirteen to 110 students, our 
present enrollment, with some 95 gradu- 
ates scattered throughout the islands. 
Other ministries have been added. A 
growing Christian book stcre does a 
business of $2,000 a month. A high speed 
printing press puts out thousands of

gospel tracts. Provincial work has been 
started in Marinduque, Banaue, Ban- 
tangas and in many areas near Manila 
A medical clinic staffed with a doctor 
and nurse is in operation up in the 
mountains of Ifugaoland. 

In Japan, despite the manful struggle 
with one of the hardest languages in 
the world, the missionaries have made 
inroads into many smail villages, and 
some 24 churches are being formed 
Numerous tent campaigns have been 
held with gratifying results. Book stores 
are being operated in strategic cities. 
And these are only highlights. God has 
done more—much more. 

Often I think of a night back in 1947, 
after a service at Lake Okoboji in which 
God had been very near. Alone out under 
the stars that night I seemed to hear 
Him say to us as to Abraham of old, 
“Look now toward heaven and tell the 
stars ... so shall thy seed be.” I can 
see now how wonderfully He is fulfilling 
that promise through those He has 
trained through FEBIAS. I think of 
Gloria, at her difficult post on Mindoro, 
of Adella and Ernie ministering in 
bandit-infested Cavite, of Arsenio con- 
ducting a small Bible school in the wilds 
of Palawan, of Bonifacio tracking the 
Mamanuas through the forests of Min- 
danao, of Ben and Ester at station 
DZAS, Juanito in the Christian Book 
Nook, and many others. As I name them 
over my heart is glad—glad that God 
has let us have a little part in His plan. 

Oh, yes, there have been heartaches 
But it has been worth it all. Surely He 
has made the wrath of man to praise 
Him. Out of war has come a paean of 
praise to our God!

a train as I was making a trip from 

Los Angeles to New York and 

handed a telegram to a ticket agent 
in a New Mexico town. He began to 
check the words to tell me the price. 
Suddenly his eyes were fixed upon cer- 
tain words; his pencil halted. He looked 
up at me suspiciously. “ ‘Great fishing 
today’?” he quoted questioningly. 

“That’s correct,” I advised, then, 
realizing that he would surely interpret 
the words as “spy” language, I refrained 
from explaining that ‘my office will un- 
derstand.” As I hesitated that split 
second, he said, as one capturing me, 
“Since when did folks begin to fish on 
a train?” 

My reply was, “Sir, God’s Word says 
that when we come to Christ we are to 
become fishers of men. ‘Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men’ are the 
exact words.” 

“Yes,” he grunted, “I see that you are 
after men... or women. Certainly not 
fish in this part of the world where the 
frogs can’t even recognize a drop of rain! 
I knew it must be on the train!” 


| World War II I stepped from 
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He had reached under his counter and 
I heard a faint ring in the next room. 
Unbelievably quickly a man in police 
uniform stood beside me. But I ignored 
him as I asked the man, who had started 
recounting the words of the telegram, 
“Let me ask you: Did you ever thank 
God that Jesus died in your place?” 

Without reply he finished counting 
the words and announced the price of 
the telegram. 

Immediately I paid him, placing the 
money on a copy of the Gospel of John. 
“This is the best bait I know anything 
about, sir. Please read it. And let me 
show you a special place or two.” 

But at that moment the call of “All 
aboard!” came from the trainman, so I 
said, “I must go, but if you'll eat that 
bait, you’ll find that the line comes from 
heaven and will draw you there. God 
bless you!” 


+ SEVERAL stations later the conductor 
came through the train with a telegram 
in his hands and calling my name. I 
read: “I believe you were fishing. I’m 
taking the bait.” It was signed: “The 


ticket agent who suspected you.” 

The conductor was suspicious now. 
“No one fishes in Arizona or New Mex- 
ico at this season!” he declared. “Ex- 
plain! And you’d better make it good!” 

“Sit down,” I suggested, moving over. 
And soon another “fish” was on the line. 
That conductor felt as many others that 
because he could not go to church regu- 
larly, his job keeping him away, he was 
never to be classified with those whom 
the Lamb redeemed by His shed blood. 

I pointed out that, on the first pages 
of the Gospel of John which the ticket 
agent had received, he might have read: 
“He [Jesus] came unto his own, and his 
own received him not. But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name” (John 1:11, 
12). He acted upon what he read and 
received the Lord Jesus Christ as _ his 
Saviour. 

“If you will count it true that the Son 
of God died in your place,” I told the 
conductor, “then take Him as_ your 
Saviour, your substitute in death—and 
then as your life.’—The Conqueror. 
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te DEVIL 


NE of the great Christian words is “meditation”—the need to find a 
quiet place away from the hurrying, scurrying world in which we 
live, and take time to meditate on the Word of God. Another great 
word is “fellowship,” for the Christian life, if it is to be adequately 
and truly lived, must be lived in the context of our relationship with 
one another. 
A third great word is “temptation.” There’s a hymn we sing which 
has the line in it: 


Teach me the struggles of the soul to bear... 


No Christian life is free from such a struggle. Martin Luther 

once said that three things go into the making of the minister 
of the gospel. One is the Word of God, another is prayer, and 
the third is temptation. 

To guide our thinking on the subject, is the passage in Mat- 
thew’s Gospel, chapters 3 and 4, where the temptation of our 
Lord is recorded. And I would suggest as a base for our medi- 
tation four aspects of our Lord’s temptation, discovered in 
this passage, which will be instructive to you and me as we 
face temptation in our own lives. 


+ First of all, I want you te think with me about the target 
for temptation. “Then was Jesus...tempted of the devil.” 
I believe we can find here a note of comfort. Some people are 
tremendously downcast because to them temptation is such 
a grim reality. Their reaction is that they must be very 
sinful people indeed, and most unworthy Christians, to have 
such a ceaseless conflict in their souls. 
But there is no sin in the temptation itself, and the fact 
that you are tempted does not necessarily mean that you are 
sinning. For our Lord was tempted, and He was “without 
spot.” As we watch Him in this conflict with evil, you and I 
can be comforted in our hearts as we realize that temptation 
cannot be sin. 
We learn also from this Scripture that there is a conflict to 
By George B. Duncan expect. A wonderful promise is written for the backslider in the 
book of Joel: “I will restore unto you the years that the locust 
hath eaten...” But an earlier verse tells where the locusts are 
found. The prophet said (Joel 2:3), “... the land is as the garden 
of Eden before them, and behind them a desolate wilderness.” The 
point is, locusts are interested in gardens, not deserts, and any life 
that knows something of a garden of Eden experience will also 
experience the descent of locust hordes. 

Suggested here also, by implication, is a challenge to our hearts. If 
in your life and mine we know little of the overwhelming force of 
temptation, that’s the time to become troubled, the time to start 

asking, “Am I really a Christian? Do I really matter? Am I really 

counting for God?” And if you have not experienced the power of the 

enemy’s attack on your soul, it may be because your soul is not a garden, 
but a desert. 


+ THERE is something significant here, too, about the timing of the temptation 
of our,Lord. “Then was Jesus led up of the spirit into the wilderness to be tempted 
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of the devil. The temptation came, first 
of all, when our Lord was found in the 


| consciousness of a great spiritual experi- 
| ence. 


“Jesus, when he was _ baptized, 
went up straightway out of the water: 
and lo, the heavens were opened unto 
him, and he saw the Spirit of God de- 
scending like a dove, and lighting on 
him: And lo a voice from heaven, say- 
ing, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased. Then...the devil...” 

An opened heaven...and then the 
devil. Every time you bear witness to a 
truth, that truth and that testimony will 
become the focus of the devil’s attack. 
When your heart is filled with the sense 
of wonder of Christ and His claim upon 
you, and you go forth with a burning 
heart to witness what you have seen of 


| Him, that’s the time the devil will close 
| in and attempt to disqualify you from 


ever bearing that testimony again. 

Give a message on prayer, and imme- 
diately prayer becomes difficult. Teach 
the value of the Word and something of 
its meaning, and the devil will come in 
to attack you on those very points. In 
the consciousness of a great spiritual ex- 
perience you are also the subject of great 
temptation. 

Temptation also comes at the com- 
mencement of a great personal endeavor. 
The tempter came to our Lord just be- 
fore He began His public ministry. The 
will of the Father was opening up to Him 
in all the majesty of the redemptive pur- 
pose and will—and right there, at the 
very beginning, the devil seemed to be 
saying, “If I can get Him now, His work 
will be done. Then I needn’t bother 
about the forthcoming years.” 

That is why the days of youth, train- 
ing and preparation are so very impor- 
tant. If the devil can get you then, he 
won’t have to bother about you for the 
rest of your life. 

One thing more should be considered 
about the timing of the attack. It came 
when our Lord was in a condition of 
great physical exhaustion. “Jesus was 
led up of the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted on the devil. And when 
he had fasted forty days and forty nights, 
he was afterward an hungred. And... 
the tempter came to him.” 

When you are physically tired, worn 
out and badly in need of rest, the devil is 
always sure to come. A word may be in 
order here about sleep. When the Al- 
mighty made this world He made the 
day and night of a certain rough length. 
And the nighttime was made for sleep. 
That is why we should be very careful 
about the amount of sleep we get. You 
have read in the lives of some of ‘he 
great saints about the time they got up 
on the morning, in order to pray. But 
have you also read what time they went 
to bed? Wesley recorded in his Journal 
that he was usually in bed by ten, so 
that he could get up by five or six. 


So let’s not sacrifice our common 
sense on the altar of some kind of sanc- 
timonius piety which says, “I’ll do with- 
out sleep so I can pray more.” Be sure 
to pray, but be sure also to reckon on 
how much sleep you need, and see that 
you get it. That way you are less likely 
to become an easy mark for temptation 
simply because you are in a state of phys- 
ical exhaustion. 


+ WE have thought about the target for 
temptation in this passage, and also the 
timing. Let us think for a while on the 
tactics of the devil in this temptation of 
our Lord. We find here three avenues 
through which the devil tried to divert 
the Master from the will of God. The 
first was that of physical appetite. “When 
he had fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterward an hungred. 
And when the tempter came to him, he 
said, If thou be the Son of God, com- 
mand that these stones be made bread.” 

It was all quite legitimate, of course. 
Our Lord was hungry. And He had also 
the ability to satisfy His need. That is 
one of the subtle tactics of the enemy— 
to come into your life along avenues 
that are perfectly legitimate—and the 
avenue of physical appetite is one of 
them. 

The most natural thing in the world, 
for example, is for a girl or fellow to 
want eventually to be married. But it’s 
tragically possible to marry the wrong 
fellow or the wrong girl. And if the devil 
can divert you from the will of God by 
tying you up with someone who is not 
God’s choice, then he has accomplished 
a great victory. 

I have often wondered how it was that 
David went wrong, and what lay behind 
the tragedy of his sin with Bathsheba. 
David had married Michal, you remem- 
ber, the king’s daughter. And Michal 
loved David—we are told that. Perhaps 
she lost her heart to David when he was 
sent for to play his matchless music in 
the royal court. In any case, when she 
got the chance of marrying him she 
seized it with both hands, because she 
loved him. 

Then the day came—one of the great- 
est in David’s life—when his dream, his 
ambition, to bring the ark of the taber- 
nacle back to its rightful place, was ful- 
filled. It was a day of national rejoicing, 
and David led the nation in offering 
praise and thanksgiving and adoration. 
His heart was filled, and he was so car- 
ried away with his joy and ecstasy that 
he danced and sang as he led his people 
back. 

The route lay past the royal palace. 
And we read that Michal looked through 
a window, and saw him dancing, and de- 
spised him in her heart. 

After that great service, where they 
offered the sacrifices and restored the 
ark to its rightful place, David came 
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back to the palace with his heart aglow 
with the light of heaven. With eager 
step he entered, swept the curtain aside, 
and he was home! 

Then came the bitter, burning words 
of Michal his wife: “How glorious was 
the king today!” She might as well have 
spit in his face. David’s heart broke 
right there, and he said, “It was before 
the Lord...and I will be yet more vile 

.and base in mine own sight.” 

From that day on, Michal in effect 
ceased to be David’s wife, and the avenue 
of legitimate desire was turned into the 
way of tragedy. I think, when the story 
of Bathsheba was weighed at the judg- 
ment seat, God took Michal into account. 

Be very careful you don’t marry the 
wrong person; for it is right here that 
the devil will try to get in and wreck 
yne of the most rich and wonderful gifts 
.aat God can bestow. 

In our Lord’s temptation the devil 
also tried the appeal of social acclaim. | 
“If thou be the Son of God, cast thyself | 
down: for it is written, He shall give 
his angels charge concerning thee: and 
in their hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash thy foot 
against a stone.” 

In other words, do the sensational, do 
the spectacular, receive the acclaim of 
the crowd! This is a tactic the devil will 
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try in your life again and again. 

You will find, for example, that some 
of the things the Word of God says will 
not always be the things people like. And 
the devil will come to you and say, “Now | 
don’t be silly! Water your testimony 
down just a bit, won’t you?” You attend | 
a social gathering where cocktails are | 
being passed around. “Well, surely,” he 
will say, “you can make an exception 
now! What does it matter if you take | 
just a little? People are going to be upset | 
if you don’t. Join in, for the sake of so- 
ciability!” 

How many have lost out in the will of | 
God because they have graded themselves 
down and lined themselves up to what 
people think! But in winning social 
approval there is danger of losing divine 
approval. 

One other avenue the devil tried in his | 
temptation of our Lord—the attraction | 
of material advancement. Showing Him 
ali the kingdoms of the world and the 
glory of them, the devil said, “All these 
things will I give thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and worship me.” 

Material advancement is such a subtle 
danger. In any business or profession 
you may be tempted to look first of all 
at the amount of salary that is offered. 
But the truth is, you and I do not de- 
pend, ultimately, for our material upkeep 
upon people, but upon God. “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his right- 
teousness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” 

You are thinking about what you are 
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going to do with your life, and you have 
your plans all laid out, while all the 
time God may want you out on the mis- 
sion field. But your friends are staying 
at home. They have nice houses. They 


have plenty of this world’s goods. Their 


children are being brought up in lovely 
surroundings. You contrast that with 
life in the heart of the Congo, or way 
out in India, and you cannot help think- 
ing of the kind of home you would have 
there, and the kind of salary you would 
have there. You are beginning, in other 
words, to think in terms of material ad- 
vancement—and there is no surer way 
to get out of God’s will. 

I tell you, the day may come in your 


| life when God will tell you to take a step 


that will not mean a rise in salary but 


' a drop. And when that time comes, the 


thing that will matter most will be that 
you are doing the will of God, not how 
much you are going to get for it. 


+ THOSE are some of the tactics of the 
devil. Now what about the triumph of 
Jesus that is recorded here in the Word, 
and how was it accomplished? The an- 


swer is not far to find—our Lord simply 


used the weapon of the Word of God. 

You remember, in Pilgrim’s Progress, 
that Christian came down into the Val- 
ley of Humiliation after he had been to 
the House Beautiful. There Apollyon 
met him, and we read that Apollyon gave 
him a dreadful fall. What happened? 
Christian’s sword fell out of his hand. 
And seeing Christian lying there on the 
ground, Apollyon cried, “I have thee 
now!” But Christian reached out his 
hand and took his sword again, and gave 
him a dreadful thrust, and Apollyon 
fled. 

That sword was the Word of God. And 
it might as well be faced—the Christian 
who does not have the Bible in his heart 
and hand is lost in the battle. 

Now what does this Word. have in the 
way of defense for me against the at- 
tacks of the enemy? First of all, it re- 
veals a Redeemer who is worthy. 

I used to face a tremendous battle 
when I was a young Christian. I was 
very fond of reading—very light stuff, de- 
tective yarns and that sort of thing— 
“yellow jackets,” we called them. And 
once I got one of those books in my hand 
I would not let it go—I would read right 
on till the early morning. 

Meantime, my Bible just went by the 
board. I used to pray that God would 
give me power to overcome this tempta- 
tion, and yet whenever I saw one oi 
those books I would pick it up and re- 
fuse to lay it down until it was finished 

Then, one day, God spoke to my heart 
as I was reading my Bible. I was read- 
ing in Philippians chapter three, and I 
came across the word I wanted—it was 
“power.” “That I may know him, and the 
power of His resurrection” (Phil. 3:10).

One of the most grievous things for a 
Christian to bear is to lose a child. I 


know of a man who went away on a holi- | 


day, and while he was gone one of his 


children sickened and died. And he trav- | 


eled home to where the casket was, and 


knelt in his study in an absolute agony | 


of grief. He lifted up his heart to God 
and cried, “O God, this is too great!” 
And he pleaded with broken spirit that 
God would make His grace sufficient for 
that tremendous need. 

He had hardly opened his eyes after 
prayer when he looked on the wall, where 
someone had hung a text. On it were 
just these words, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee.” But the one who had painted 
that text had taken that little word, “is” 
and done it in red so that it stood out. 
“My grace Is sufficient for thee.” 

He gazed and gazed at it, till the won- 
der of what it said got through to him. 
He had been asking that the grace would 
be sufficient, and God was saying to him, 
“My dear child, it is.” The resources are 
adequate. 

One more thing about the Word of 
God will help us in our triumph over 
temptation. It speaks to us of a res- 
pite that is momentary. For Luke adds 
this significant word in his account: 
“And when the devil had ended all the 
temptation, he departed from him for 
a season” (Luke 4:13). Don’t ever think 
for a moment that having won one vic- 
tory you are now invulnerable. Yester- 
day’s victory will not suffice for today. 

I remember hearing of a Quaker lady | 
who said, “I thank God for the day I 
discovered that I didn’t need to live a 
holy life. All I needed to live was a holy 
moment—one moment at a time.” 

You are not called to live a holy life. | 
There is a holy life that is yours already 
if you are a Christian—the life of Christ | 
within your soul, the very same life of | 


the very same Lord. All that God wants 
you to do is to live a holy moment—one 
moment at a time. END |

“Aye.” 

“Let us hope so. Ye’re to drink na mair 
o’-the whisky an’ beer. Ye’re no but a 
wee laddie and a bad yun at that. But 
I’ll break ye, Will Morrison, ne’er fear. 
Do ye hear, Will?” 

Squirming, red faced and bitterly re- 
sentful, the boy mumbled that he heard. 
The other children giggled and made 
small, derisive gestures. The father, 
stolidly eating, was a little relieved. It 
could have been worse. Much worse. 

Little Will Morrison suffered through 
the rest of the meal, finding comfort in 
a new sense of rebellion. It was a prop 
to his battered self-esteem and he 
hugged it close, vowing that_never again 
would anyone tell him what to do. 

So it was, that at the age of nine, al- 
ready a drunkard, Will Morrison became 
a rebel as well. And because alcohol and 
rebellion were linked in his mind, for 
half a century he was to express with 
the bottle his rebellion against all au- 
thority, that of God and man alike. 


+ As Will grew older, whisky became 
more and more important to him. His 
drinking increased in a sort of self-per- 
petuating spiral. He drank because he 
liked whisky: the resultant drunkenness 
brought him punishment or censure: 
then he expressed his rebellion against 
the voice of authority by drinking again. 

Long before he was out of his teens, 
Will was a problem to his parents and 
to himself. He couldn’t keep a job. He 
was resentful when sober, and boisterous 
and unruly when drunk. 

Will was eighteen when he met Helen 
Frazer. The big, blue-eyed boy was sober 
—and charming—for once. Nell was flat- 
tered, especially when he claimed dance 
after dance and poured compliments into 
her ear. 

“Like a feather, that’s what ye are. 
An’ na wonder. The top o’ yoor head 
scarce cooms to m’ shoulder. To think 
it’s only the noo I’ve found ye, when it’s 
nearly too late.” 

“Too late?” 

“Aye. I’m off to Canada next week, for 
the wheat harvest, an’ there’ll be na 
lassie as pretty as ye over there.” 

“I’m thinkin’ there’ll be many prettier. 
But why Canada?” 

“It’s a notion o’ m’ father’s.” 

“Do ye want ta gae?” 

“I did until the noo.” 

“An’ noo ye don’t?” 


“Noo that I’ve met ye, no.” 

Nell couldn’t help laughing at that 
“Ye sound terribly serious, Will.” 

“TI am serious. Ye’ll see.” 

He was serious, too. A stream of let- 
ters poured back to Elgin from Liverpool, 
from Montreal, from every place the 
train stopped across Canada. By the time 
the harvest was underway, Will had 
proposed marriage and Nell had ac- 
cepted. A letter to the senior Morrisons 
urged them to make arrangements for 
Nell to come to Canada.

+ NELL worried about her new husband.

The first time he lurched home, 
reeking of whisky, she was horrified. 

“Why, Will? I don’t understand. Ye’re 
not that kind of a man!” 

“IT am when people try 
me. I won't have it!” 

“That’s silly. Who’s trying to walk on 
ye?” 

“The foreman.” 

“At the mine?” 

“Sure! And nobody’s going to tell me 
what to do. Ye hear?” 

“Yes, Will. Now, lie down for a while. 
Maybe ye'll feel better when ye get 
up.” 

He allowed himself to be put to bed 
without protest. Nell didn’t represent au- 
thority—yet—and he felt no sense of 
rebellion against her. 

That came later, about the time their 
first child was born. Will was thick- 
tongued and unsteady when he came to 
his wife’s bedside, but he tried to be 
jovial.

+ As the years passed, Nell learned that 
for strength to face each day she had to 
lean more and more upon her faith in 
God. She got to be a regular church-goer 
on Sundays. Once she took Will with 
her. But he was drunk and boisterous, 
and almost broke up the service. After 
that he was ashamed to go again. 

About then Will managed to acquire 

riding stable. He called it the Lazy M 
Ranch, hired a Texas wrangler and 
settled down to serious drinking. With- 
out any boss there seemed no reason to 
stay sober—ever. His only problem was 
smuggling an adequate supply of whisky 
into the stable. Nell watched things as 
closely as she could, but Tex was Will’s 
ally. There was always a bottle hidden 
somewhere, behind a bale of hay or in 
the tack-room. 

The first Will Morrison knew of a 
great change in his wife was the day 
she caught him and Tex in the act of 
concealing the day’s supply of whisky 
in the barn. Nell didn’t so much as raise 
her voice. Rather, she was almost smiling 
when she spoke. 

“There’s no point in hiding it, Will. 
Why don’t ye just put it there in the 
cabinet?”

And the heartbreaking knowledge of his

+ How NEw?

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FORTY YEARS HAVE PASSED since Karl Barth first shocked the 
theological world with his repudiation of many of the tenets of liberal- 
ism. During this time his views have become widely known as Barthian- 
ism or neo-orthodoxy, hailed by some as a return to Bible Christianity 
and denounced by others asa pseudo orthodoxy. In the accompany- 
ing article the author concludes his point-by-point comparison of 
Barth's views with the basic feachings of our historic Christian faith. 


WHAT DOES 


BARTHIANISM 


REALLY TEACH? 


tial theological movement today. and 

since there are still evangelical 

Christians who think that this theol- 
ogy, at any rate, is nearer to the Bible 
than the so-called “old-fashioned mod- 
ernism,” it is necessary to point out what 
Karl Barth teaches about some of the 
fundamental doctrines of the Bible. 


\e Barthianism is the most influen- 


+ LET us begin with his teaching about 
man. 

It is easy to state what the Bible 
teaches about man: God created man 
after His own image, and our first par- 
ents—being left to the freedom of their 
own will—fell from the estate wherein 
they were created by sinning against 
God. Sin is rightly defined as “any want 
of conformity unto, or transgression of, 
the Law of God.” But the Bible also 
teaches that man can be saved from his 
sin by faith in Christ. And salvation 
means justification, regeneration and 
sanctification. Man’s sin is forgiven, man 
is born again and man is made holy. 

Karl Barth most earnestly states that 
man is a sinner. What does he mean by 
sin? At first we seem to get a satisfac- 
tory answer to that question. “Sin is rob- 
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bery’—man robs God of His Divine 
Majesty (Roemerbrief, 2nd ed., p. 145). 
Sin is man’s endeavor to dethrone God 
and become God himself. Man yields to 
the temptation of the serpent: “Ye shall 
be as God.” It is unquestionable that this 
is an important element in sin. 

But we would go on and ask: How did 
man become a sinner? Karl Barth an- 
swers: Not by a fall of the first man. 
“The entering of sin in the world by 
Adam is no historical-physical event in 
any sense” (Roemerbrief, 2nd ed., p. 149). 
This, of course, means that sin did not 
begin by a free choice whereby man 
chose to disobey the Law of God. In fact 
sin belongs to the nature of man as a 
created being. “Sin stamps man as a 
created being” (Wort Gottes, p. 145). 
Everything created is sinful and, conse- 
quently, under the judgment of God. Our 
Lord Jesus Christ as a man is no excep- 
tion to this rule. As a man, even He is 
sinful flesh (Roemerbrief, p. 262). 

According to Barth, man’s fundamen- 
tal sin is that he forgets “the infinite 
qualitative distinction” between God and 





man. It must be observed that, since this 
is inherent in his nature as a created 
being, there can be no real question of 
guilt and no possibility of an atonement 
in the Biblical sense of this word. 

If sin belongs to man’s nature as a 
created being, could he then be saved 
from his sin? Karl Barth certainly 
speaks of forgiveness of sin but forgive- 
ness does not mean that man is being 
changed and becomes a new creature. 
Everything created is sinful, and the be- 
liever is a sinner as much as the god- 
less rascal. “Sin dwelt, dwells, and will 
dwell in this mortal body as far as time 
is time, man is man, and world is world” 
(Roemerbrief, p. 189). 

No conversion can bring us nearer to 
God. According to Barth, it is more prob- 
able that it will make us still greater 
sinners! A careless child of the world 
who knows the vanity of life is nearer 
to God than is the religious zealot! 

Barth teaches that man is created sin- 
ful and, further, that he has no organ for 
listening to the voice of God, since there 
is an “infinite qualitative distinction” 
between God and man. Barth and his 
followers feel this is a very difficult prob- 
lem. On one hand, Barth teaches that 
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God speaks to man; on the other side, 
man has no organ for listening to the 
Word of God. 

But this problem is created by Barth 
himself and emanates from his philoso- 
phy. The Bible does not know this prob- 
lem. There it is evident that God can 
speak to man in his conscience, which 
in the Bible is often called “heart.” In 
the second chapter of Acts we read 
about the men who listened to Peter's 
sermon on the day of Pentecost and were 
“pricked in’ their heart” (Acts 2:37). 


Christ? The Bible teaches that Christ is 
truly God and truly man. He is “first- 
born of all creatures, before all ages, be- 
| gotten from the Father.” And as a man 
He was born of a virgin, He lived a sin- 
less life, He died for our sins, and He was 
raised for our justification. The funda- 
mental Biblical facts concerning Him are 
summarized in the second article of the 
Apostles’ Creed. This is the gospel. The 
New Testament teaches that the gospel 
is primarily a narrative concerning 
events that took place in history, and 
everything depends upon the fact that 
these events actually happened. 
Sometimes—for example, in his book, 
| Credo—Kar] Barth speaks about the sec- 
ond article of the Apostles’ Creed in such

| would be inclined to think that Barth 


really believes in the New Testament 
| doctrine of Christ. Especially he stresses 
| the importance of the Virgin Birth. But 
| since we know something about the prin- 

ciples of Barth’s theology we must ask: 

Does Barth really believe that the events 

enumerated in the second article of the 
| Apostles’ Creed have actually happened? 

The answer to this question may be 
| anticipated from what we know about 
Barth’s attitude to the inspiration of the 
Bible, his view of radical Biblical criti- 
cism, and his doctrine of revelation. Ac- 
cording to Barth everything in history is 
relative and uncertain. This is applicable 
also to the earthly life of Jesus. There- 
fore Barth can speak of the Virgin Birth 
and the Lord’s bodily resurrection as 
myths (cf. Roemerbrief, 2nd ed., p. 263). 
He even says that the atheist, D. F. 
Strauss, may be right in explaining the 
| resurrection as “a historic humbug” 
(loc. cit.)}! 

From this it appears that, according 
to Barth, there is no necessary connec- 
tion between faith in Christ and the his- 
toric facts of Christ’s earthly career. 
Barth retains the Virgin Birth and the 
Resurrection as dogmatic statements, 
| even if in his thinking the events de- 
| noted by these terms have never taken 
| place. 
| It should also be pointed out that, al- 
| though Barth maintains the Virgin Birth 

as a dogmatic statement, he does not 
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+ From the facts that have been noticed 
in these two articles it is clear that 
Barth denies all the fundamental truths 
that the so-called “old-fashioned mod- 
ernists” denied. In fact, he goes even 
farther than they: he declares that there 
can be no fundamental truths, since no 
truth about God and His revelation is 
accessible to us. 

Thus we see that Karl Barth, far from 
being a reformer, is a destroyer of the 
Christian faith. END

one acid test that we may apply to our- 
selves which may humble us. How do we 
take criticism?

plete classification of all the pas- 
sages in the New Testament containing 
references to the Holy Spirit or to 
“spiritual things.” In his standard work, 
Through the Eternal Spirit, Elder Cum- 
ming prints in full all such passages, 
but he undertakes no classification of 
data. Arthur Cleveland Downer, in his 
Mission and Ministration of the Holy 
Spirit (Edinburgh, 1909) —a book that 
deserves the widest circle of readers— 
has an elaborate (15 pages) outline of 
the subject, but the work sets forth some 
teachings not specifically found in pas- 
sages on the Holy Spirit, while some 
reievant passages are omitted. The most 
elaborate is in a volume now seldom 
seen, Outline Bible Studies, by Henry W. 
Frost (Philadelphia, 1924) pp. 59-73, 
which I have purposely not used in con- 
structing the following arrangements of 
data. If my analysis is complete, it 
would seem that in the New Testament 
we have 166 different facts about the 
Person and Work of the Holy Spirit, em- 
bracing 75 different truths about the re- 
lationship of the Holy Spirit to all be- 
lievers. A brief bibliography of some of 
the more important books on this subject 
will be given in the next issue of “In 
the Study.”

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Let’s Tell Teacher! 


By Frances Manning 


Sunday school workers 
will do a better 

job if they know what's 
going on in the 

school as a whole. 
Here are fwe ways 


of keeping them informed. 


ETTE was the energetic and devoted 

teacher of an equally active and in- 

terested class of fifth grade girls. One 
Sunday morning she was very disturbed 
to discover that her girls had missed 
going with other juniors to conduct a 
special service for children in a nearby 
orphanage. Why? Because of illness, 
Bette had missed the teachers’ meeting 
at which the service had been planned, 
and no one had thought to mention the 
project to her. 

Such incidents are repeated time after 
time in our Sunday schools each year. 
At first glance they may appear to be 
just slips which may never happen again, 
at least to the same class or teacher. But 
at second glance, they are more than 
that. They point up one of the major 
weaknesses in the average church school 
today: Lack of communication or failure 
to relay necessary information to the 
teaching staff. 
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How often have you missed an impor- 
tant meeting or failed to do something 
in your Sunday school department be- 
cause you have not been informed? | 

Business people say, “Our well-in- 
formed workers are our most effective 
ones.” This is as true of those in the 
Lord’s work as those in secular positions. 
But what are we doing about it? 

You may ask, “How can we possibly 
expect every teacher to know what’s go- 
ing on in other departments of the 
school? Why, the majority of our 
teachers are so busy with their own 
work on Sunday mornings they scarcely 
know other classes or departments 
exist!” 

This is all very true. But someone 
should have the responsibility of com- 
municating necessary information to each 
member of the teaching 
that’s where you—superintendent, pas- 


tor, director of Christian education or |

staff. And 
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other key person—enter the picture. Let 
me share just a few things one church 
has done to help solve this problem. 


| I. Weekly Teachers’ Letters: One 
| of the most effective means this church 
has used for communication has been 
a weekly teachers’ letter mailed to the 
entire staff each week. These letters 
inform each teacher of what has hap- 
pened on the previous Sunday in each 
area of the school, and of matters of 
importance for the coming week. 
Early in the week, the records of the 
previous Sunday are studied. Then a 
letter is written, duplicated and mailed 
to each teacher. One week’s letter may 
list each class with its enrollment, the 
previous Sunday’s attendance and the 
percentage of pupils present. Another 
week’s letter may include only a “Teach- 
er’s Honor Roll,” listing those teachers 
and classes having 75 per cent or more 
of their enrollments present the week 
before. Or again, the letter may be in 
| the form of a report on visitation cf 
pupils by teachers during the previous 
week. Besides being informative, these 
encouraging 


| letters are effective in 

| teachers to follow up absentees each 
| week. 

| These letters do not always include 
| Just “lists of figures,” but sometimes 
simply contain a pertinent poem or 
other inspirational thought. Sometimes

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help they receive from these letters are 
numerous. Following the mailing of a 
letter containing teachers’ visitation 
reports, one teacher of adults remarked 
“I didn’t do what you said last week- 
but I aim to this week.” And he has been 
doing much visitation since that time 
Thus, in addition to keeping teachers 
informed, these letters bring results, both 
in increased attendance and in interest 
in the school. 


2. Monthly Workers’ Conter- 
enees: Another equally important source 
of information for the teacher is the 
monthly or weekly teachers’ meeting. Ii 
you do not already have meetings of 
this nature, try them; you will find them 
of immeasurable value. In the church 
program already mentioned, four steps 
are taken each month to make sure 
each teacher knows of the meetings. 
The week before the meeting, the gen- 
eral secretary of the school sends a re- 
minder card to each teacher. The meet- 
ing is also mentioned in the weekly lette: 
as well as announced in the church 
bulletin. In addition to these means, 
each department superintendent is re- 
sponsible for calling each of his or her 


teachers during that week to remin: 
them again of the meeting. 
Thus in this church there is no ex- 


cuse for hearing a teacher say on the 
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Sunday following a teachers’ meeting, 
“Oh, I didn’t know! I hope I didn’t miss 
anything important!” Regular attend- 


ance at these meetings is strongly urged, 
for they are one of the best ways for a 
teacher to keep her finger on the pulse 
of the entire church school. 


3. Mail Copies of Meeting Min- 


utes to Each Teacher: Even though | 


every teacher has been properly notified 
of the monthly teachers’ meeting, there 
are always those who, because of school, 
work, illness or some other reason, are 


unable to attend. So that these teachers | 


and their classes do not miss opportuni- 
ties and so that those who were present 


will have a permanent copy of what was | 
the secre- | 


discussed and decided upon, 
tary mimeographs (or dittos) the min- 
utes of the meeting. Then the following 
week -a copy of the minutes is enclosed 
with each teacher’s weekly letter. 


4. Use Chureh Bulletins: Another 
excellent means of communicating Sun- 
day school activities, not only to the 
teachers but also to the entire church, 
is through the church bulletin. The 


entire back page of each week’s bulletin | 
in the church about which we have | 


been speaking is reserved for Sunday 
school notes and information. Teachers 
and pupils look forward to seeing their 
classes and activities mentioned there. 
Such notices are also an effective means 
of educating the entire church to the 
importance and program of the church 
school. 


5. Department § Superintendents’ 
Meetings: Still another means which 
the superintendent of this Sunday school 
uses for communicating to each member 
of his staff is the weekly meetings for 
department superintendents. This super- 
intendent discovered that one general 


workers’ conference a month was not | 


enough to keep his teachers properly 


informed from week to week. To meet | 


this need, he began conducting brief 
meetings with his six department super- 
intendents during the last fifteen min- 
utes of the school hour each Sunday 
morning. 

At that time he discussed with them 
matters requiring immediate attention. 
Then each individual superintendent re- 
layed the information to his teachers. 


This brief time of sharing has proved | 


of immeasurable worth in knitting the 
various departments into a single larger 
unit, the Sunday school. 


These are just a few of the effective 
means which one church has found for 
maintaining a well-informed effective 
staff of church school workers. 
are many more, but we hope that just 
these five are sufficient to prompt you 
to action as a leader in your school. Then 
every teacher on your staff will be “well- 
informed” and not “misinformed” as to 


what is happening in the Sunday school 


as a whole. 

With “intercom” lines wide open, each 
teacher and each departmental officer 
will do a better job with less strain, and 


with a keener sense of his own contri- |

Justice in the Home 


Ephesians 5:21-31; 6:1-4; 
I Timothy 5:8 
MEMORY SELECTION: Look not 


every man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of others.— 
Philippians 2:4 


We are often prone to think of those 
things which are really most important 
to us as being ordinary and accepted 
with scant appreciation. So the home and 
the family relationship are apt to be re- 
garded as something we expect and to 
which we give little serious thought and 
attention. 

However, the family is the fundamen- 
tal unit of all society, the first to be cre- 
ated by God, and constantly the object 
of His concern and guidance. Wilbur M. 
Smith effectively directs our attention to 
that “the nomenclature con- 


| nected with the home is used more fre- 
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quently in the Bible to express the 
Christian’s relationship to God than the 
vocabulary of any other theme. 

“For example, God is our Father, and 
we are the children of God; Christ is 
often called the Bridegroom and the 
church the Bride; Christians are referred 
to as ‘brethren in the Lord’; and St. Paul 
even speaks of death for the believer as 
being ‘at home with the Lord.’ ” 

There are definite principles for our 
guidance in home and family life, which 
will yield precious fruit in daily living. 
Our lesson today speaks of 


I. Love and Respect (Eph. 5:21-31) 

The universe of God is one of good 
order, and men and women are happiest 
and most effective when they find and 
conform to that order. The family is a 
divine institution in which God has or- 
dained that man should take the place 
of responsibility and headship. 

This does not involve the question of 
any inferiority in character or ability nor 
of the exercise of any selfish or dictato- 
rial attitudes on the part of the husband. 
He has a love for his wife which is 
likened to that of Christ for the church, 
a willingness to give himself even to the 
death to protect her and provide for her. 

The wife, respecting the place of her 
husband, subjects herself in godly obe- 
dience to him. Observe in your own circle 
of acquaintances the fact that failure to 
observe this good order results in con- 
fusion and unhappiness. We must give 


| God the right of way in our homes-if 


we are to have the blessed and sweet 
fellowship which makes home such a 
wonderful place.

Children have a vital place in the 
home, and the relation between them 


and their parents is summed up in the 
words 

Il. Obedience and Gentleness (Eph. 
6:1-4) 

While it may sound a bit strange to 
some it is still true that children are to 
obey their parents. Here again we note 
that true happiness can be found only in 
God’s way. An obedient child will find 


that life is simplified, satisfactory, and 
successful. 
Much of the disordered living which 


is classified under the sad category of 
“juvenile delinquency” could have been 
avoided if there had been the right kind 
of obedience in the home. The breakdown 
there has carried over into society and 
created a problem which is staggering 
and deeply distressing. 

When we refer to “the right kind of 
obedience,” note that it is based on a 
proper attitude by the parent as well as 
the child. There is to be a gentleness and 
kindness which will not provoke the 
child to wrath. 

Let us be clear that this does not mean 
always yielding to the child or failing 
to stand against that which is wrong, 
whether the child likes it or not. But it 
does mean that parents are to avoid that 
irritating and exasperating approach 
which is so often evident in family life 

There is a final word to the father in 
the home about 


III. Provision and Piety (I Tim. 5:8) 

It may not seem that buying food to 
feed a family is an act of piety, but it is. 
In a world which understands for the 
most part only that which it sees, the 
proper provisions for a family of food, 
shelter, education, etc., by a Christian 
speaks effectively for the Lord. 

It might be well for some who have 
neglected their families for what they 
regard as their special service for the 
Lord to review that situation in the light 
of this verse. God has the highest con- 
cern for the rightness of family life, and 
we who profess to follow and serve Him 
dare not fall below His standards. 


July 27 
Justice in Community Life 
Leviticus 19:15-18; James 2:1-9 


MEMORY SELECTION: Love worketh 
no ill to his neighbour; therefore love is 
the fulfilling of the law.—Romans 13:10 


Personal and family justice will be re- 
flected in community living. It is inter- 
esting to note that the moral instructions 
which guide the Christian believer have 
their counterpart in the Old Testament 
instructions to Israel.. The underlying 
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principles find their eternal validity in 
the moral law of God which has been un- 
changed from the beginning. There is an 
ageless rightness about God and His 
ways. 

Our first Scripture portion takes us 
pack to the levitical law as it set up 


1. The Precepts for Community Liv- 
ing (Lev. 19:15-18) 

God has a very special concern about 
the one who might be regarded by us as 

foreigner or stranger in our midst. 

Note that: 

(1). Whether rich or poor, 
mighty, such folk are to have our help 
without any show of partiality ‘v. 15). 
It is easy to feel that the poor have spe- 
cial claim on our sympathies and it seems 

ven easier to favor the rich and mighty. 

(2). There must be no slanderous re- 
port about any one (v. 16). Evil and un- 
true words can destroy such a person as 
effectively as the murder of the body. 
We cannot permit ourselves to do such 
things nor tolerate it when others do 
them. Malicious tale-bearing and gossip 
are too common even among Christians 
and God is against it all. 

(3). Hatred must not find place in our 
heart even though our neighbor is hate- 
ful and seemingly unresponsive to a 
proper rebuke (v. 17). Judgment of self 
on this matter is not to be on the basis 
of outward appearance or action. The 
heart must be pure and free of any re- 
sentment. 

(4). Vengeance is not for us to mete 
out as individuals. “Vengeance is mine; 
I will repay, saith the Lord” (Rom. 12:19; 
Deut. 32:35). Only God is able to judge 
justly and without rancor. Let Him care 
for that matter; meanwhile, “love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” (See also Matt. 
7:12.) What sorrow and confusion the 
people of God would have been spared in 
all generations if men had hearkened to 
this word of our Lord! 

Back of the precepts one seeks the 
fundamental moral law and we find it in 
our lesson as 


simple or 


II. The Principle — No Respect of 
Persons (James 2:1-9) 

The “royal law” (v. 8) which we have 
just stated calls for action, not because 
it is so ordered, but because in our hearts 
we find the “law of liberty” (James 1:25) 
which makes us “doers of the word and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves” (James 1:22). 

To have respect of the person of an- 
other is so foreign to the nature of “the 
Lord of glory” that one who practices it 
is really denying the faith. As a man 
looks at his fellow men, if he has faith 
in God, he sees them as they are related 
to God and loses sight of the things men 
of the world see. 

Jesus literally looked through a man’s 
outward appearance to that which was 
within his heart. Where man saw rich 
clothing and finery, He saw a poverty 
stricken heart (Luke 18:9-14). Where 
men saw sin, He saw a heart hungry for 
holiness (Luke 7:44). 

The telling illustration in verses 2 and 
3 has been duplicated thousands of times 
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in fact, probably not a 


in our own time; 
Sunday passes but what it happens in 


many churches. It happens too in the 
human contacts of daily life. 

Let us not dismiss this receiving of 
another person as one of the inevitable 
inequities of life, for verse 9 clearly states 
that those who do it “commit sin” and 
stand convicted as transgressors of the 
law of God. If we are followers of Christ, 
we will see men as He sees them: 
inner qualities of heart and mind, and 
not for their position, riches. color, edu- 
cation or creed. 


August 3 
Guarding Our Freedoms 
Amos 7:10-15; Galatians 5:1, 13-18, 25 


MEMORY SELECTION: If ye con- 
tinue in my word, then are ye my disci- 
ples indeed; and ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free.—John 
8:31, 32 


Freedom is a subject near to the heart 
of all mankind. In these strange days 
there are hosts of people in the world 
who have no freedom and long for it. 
There are others who have freedom and 
take it for granted and may awaken too 
late to the fact that they have lost it. 

There are various kinds of liberty: 
freedom of speech, freedom of worship, 
freedom from want, freedom from fear 
and others. There is political freedom 
and, what is of infinitely greater value, 
spiritual freedom. 

“Eternal vigilance is the price of free- 
dom.” Certainly it is time we sheuld 
value our freedom highly and cultivate 
its values and, if need be, sacrifice and 
struggle for its privileges. In the spir- 
itual realm we should so commit our- 


I 


selves to it that we best serve God and | 


our fellow men. 

Our lesson gives us an example of one 
who valiantly stood for his freedom to. 
speak for God. He was Amos, one of the 
unique and courageous prophets of the 
Old Testament. We learn from him that 


I. Freedom Is Without Fear (Amos 
7:10-13) 

Amos had been sent by God to bring 
Israel a message of judgment which he 
had declared in the very house of the 


king. Amaziah, a professional priest with | 
no message from God, had found it | 


profitable to speak smoothly to the king 
and his nobles. It paid him well to com- 
fort them in their iniquity and godless- 
ness and he did not propose to be dis- 
turbed by this farmer-prophet from 
Judah. 

He consequently put pressure on Amos 
to go back home and do his preaching. 
He had falsely accused Amos of being 
disloyal to the king (v. 10), but appar- 
ently had not been able to establish that 
charge. So now he tried pressure, and 
found that he was dealing with a man 





who was quite unafraid. Real freedom | 


makes a man boldly courageous. 


That courage was deeply rooted in the | 


fact that Amos knew that he was called 
of God. He knew, too, that 
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II. Freedom Is God-Given (Amos 7: 
14, 15) 


A divine call is essential to real lib- 
erty in proclaiming God’s message. Amos 
had not built his career on any family 
heritage nor upon special training in the 
schools of men. He was a herdsman and 
farmer when God gave him an irresisti- 
ble call and a flaming message. 

Do not make the mistake of discount- 
ing the value of background and prepa- 
ration, but recognize that they have little 
value without a divine call. Recognize 
that God can, if He so desires, call the 
simplest of men and make them powerful 
for His glory. Freedom of spirit is God; 
given. 

Now our lesson shifts to the New Tes- 
tament, where we learn of the freedom 
of soul which comes in deliverance from 
sin and all its entanglements. Here we 
see that 


III. Freedom Is Spiritual (Gal. 5:1) 


In Christ men are made free, but all 
too often there are those who would seek 


| to bring them into some form of spirit- 


ual bondage. Against every such person 
or influence the believer must “stand 
fast” and by resolute and steadfast faith 
in Christ remain free. 

Christian freedom is a liberty to do the 
will of God, not a license to yield to the 
flesh. It seems that there has always been 
some who, professing a superior freedom, 
have gone astray personally and have 


selfishly sought to dominate others. 





The true way of liberty is a constant 
daily walk in the Spirit of which brings 
about love and peace in the fellowship of 
the believers. 


August 10 
Justice In Government 


Deuteronomy 16:18-20; Amos 5:12-15; 
Romans 13:1-7 


MEMORY SELECTION: He that 
ruleth over men must be just, ruling in 
the fear of God. And he shall be as the 
light of the morning, when the sun riseth, 
even a morning without clouds.—II Sam- 
uel 23:3, 4 





Justice in its various applications to 
life is the theme of our lessons for the 
entire three-month period. Today we 
consider the operation of justice in gov- 


| ernment, a subject always vital and up- 


to-date. In fact, it is as current in inter- 
est as the daily newspaper in which we 


| read all too often of the failure of justice 





in government. 

The moral law of God, which had ex- 
isted from the beginning of all things, 
was made operative at the very beginning 
of Israel’s history in the provisions which 
God made through Moses, for His people. 
Here note, as our first point, that 


I. God Provides Perfect Justice for 
All (Deut. 16:18-20) 


The fundamental theory of the legal 
profession is that there is a perfect rem- 
edy for every injustice. In practice this 
often breaks down because of the cost of 


claiming relief, the failures and delays 
of the courts, the payment of bribes on 
the pressure of political influence, etc. 

The system established in Israel pro- 
vided for the simplest of administration 
and an open door for the humblest and 
the poorest of men to come to the city 
gates and receive justice. Note that there 
was to be no respect of persons, no 
“gifts” for the judges—but absolute jus- 
tice for all. 

Such recognition of the rights of rich 
and poor and the completely fair admin- 
istration merited and received the abun- 
dant blessing of God. Surely the same is 
true of the honest and efficient adminis- 
tration of justice today wherever it may 
be found. 

Human nature being what it is, it is 
not surprising that in Israel many failed 
to thus serve God. Protest had to be 
made. Note that 


II. God’s Servant Condemns Injustice 
(Amos 5:12-15) 


Conditions had become so bad (as the 
whole book of Amos shows) that the 
prudent people withdrew from the evil 
government and kept silence. 

A time comes when it seems that there 
is no longer any point in objecting. Then 
it becomes the duty of God’s servant to 
speak out plainly and boldly against sin 
with a word of encouragement for real 
repentence. It is true that we do not wish 
our ministers to be forgetting their call- 
ing and becoming unduly involved in 
politics. On the other hand, it is not 
very edifying to see our spiritual leaders 
looking the other way when they ought 
to take hold of social injustice with firm 
and determined hands. 

(We are glad that the lesson commit- 
tee has chosen several lessons from the 
prophet Amos who is such an unusual 
example of holy boldness in standing for 
God in an evil day.) 

This New Testament passage is one of 
great importance in the field of govern- 
ment, and of special interest to those who 
hold public office. For it declares that 


III. God Gives Authority to Govern- 


ment (Rom. 13:1-7) 


The only reason the policeman on the 
corner can order me to make (or not to 
make) a left turn is because God has 
“ordained the powers that be.” The gov- 
ernor in the State House and the presi- 
dent in the White House derive their 
authority from the same place. 

Full realization of that fact should 
bring every public official to his knees 
seeking wisdom and grace from God for 
the proper discharge of his duties. It 
should make them humble and diligent 
in serving Him in their chosen place. 

For you and me appreciation of this 
truth dignifies our every relation to gov- 
ernment as the friend of those who do 
good and the avenger of evil. It gives 
meaning to the payment of taxes (v. 7) 
and obedience to the authorities (v. 5) 
when they do not defy God. Here is 
good government and justice in govern- 
ment. 
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Cleansing Light 

While attending seminary, I cleaned 
the dormitory daily to earn my board. 
Usually arising before dawn, I carefully 
swept the halls by the light of a 100- 
watt bulb. One hall faced east and, when 
I returned from breakfast, sunlight 
would be flooding through the end win- 
dow. Then the hall proved to be quite 
dusty. 

I had two alternatives: to admit it was 
dirty and really clean it, or to pull the

window shade and turn on the light. If 
I did the latter, the hall looked clean. 
But it was still dirty. 

Much the same situation faces us in 
life. By men’s standards our lives may 
seem above reproach. But in the light 
of God’s Son we see ourselves as we 
really are. Our alternatives are the same. 
We can shut out the Son and, looking 
at others, feel relatively complacent; or 
we can repent.—William R. Moon, in the 
New Christian Advocate

ECUMENISM AND THE EVANGELICAL, by J. Marcellus Kik 
(Presbyterian & Reformed, 152 pages, $3.50)

HE current drive toward ecumenism, 
which centers in the World Council 

of Churches, has reached a decisive 
stage. “The evangelical cannot afford to 
remain aloof from a movement that 
threatens to engulf all denominations.” 
Dr. Kik evaluates contemporary ecu- 
menism in the light of Scripture, and 
states the evangelical attitude. His pref- 
ace leaves no doubt as to his position. 
“has a concept 
of ecumenism that does not correspond 
to the contemporary movement.” It is 
“the duty of the evangelical .. . to give 
biblical content to the term ecumenism.” 
One hesitates to reduce such a book to 
the brevity of a review. Clearly and con- 
cisely written, its short, pithy sentences 
contain no unnecessary words. The au- 
thor’s incisive style cuts right to the core 
of relevant issues. What is the ecumeni- 
cal movement? Is it simply a drive to 
foster good relations, with some coopera- 
tion among denominations; or does it 
aim at nothing less than a Super- 
Church, the visible embodiment of the 
Church of Christ? What are the motives 
behind the movement? Does it conform 
to the Word of God, or to the Creeds that 
sum up the Faith? Dr. Kik states, “In 
no other aspect does ecumenism betray 
its naiveness as its evasion of the full 
answer to... the question, ‘What think 
ye of Christ?’” Calling theology the 


“sreat divider,” ecumenists seek unity 
by avoiding theological issues. People of 
“opposing and conflicting tenets” are in- 
vited to shelter under “the ecumenical 
umbrella” for the sake of unity! 

The writer points out that the major 
weakness of the ecumenical movement 
is its failure to define Christian faith. 
“An undefined faith produces a para- 
dise of peace and tranquility (though a 
heretic’s paradise). Heretics as a rule 
have no disposition to leave the organ- 
ized church; their desire is to control 
and to leaven with false doctrine . 
Peace seems more precious than truth.” 

Evangelicals are not given a clean 
slate, however, being “often at fault by 
smugly resting on the scriptural teaching 
of oneness and feeling no responsibility 
of giving visibility to that oneness.” 

The final chapter, “The Coming Great 
Church,” with its presentation and de- 
fense of post-millennial teaching, could 
have been omitted without any loss in 
the value of the book. Many evangelicals 
will disagree with this interpretation of 
the Old and New Testament prophecies. 

The somewhat caustic manner of ex- 
pression at times reveals the intensity of 
the author’s feeling. The issue is a great 
one, and this book is heartily recom- 
mended for all who are keenly interested 
in the problems of the Church today. 


Daysman Betwixt Us 


THE PREACHER’S TASK AND THE 
STONE OF STUMBLING, by D. T. 
Niles (Harper & Brothers, 125 pages, 
$2.00) 


N 1957, Dr. Niles, a Ceylonese pastor, 

was invited to deliver the Lyman 
Beecher Lectures at Yale University. The 
substance of these lectures is found in 
this book. The theme is developed as an 
answer to letters from Hindu, Muslim 
and Buddhist friends stating why they 
do not accept Christianity. 

The first three chapters of the book 
answer their arguments by setting forth 
in clear language Jesus as the Incarnate 
God, the Crucified Christ and the Risen 
Lord. The fourth chapter seeks to an- 
swer the question as to what happens 
when the gospel is preached. There is a 
four-fold presentation under the head- 


ings, God in His activity of Salvation, of 
Revelation, of Mission and of Fulfillment. 
The final chapter is entitled, “The Con- 
text of the Preacher’s Task.” 

The book is positive in approach and 
thought-provoking in presentation. Many 
strong and striking statements are chal- 
lenging to Christians. In some areas of 
gospel truth the reader is left in the 
dark; for example, the eternal destiny 
of all mankind and the relationship of 
man-made religions to Christ. One quo- 
tation will suffice to illustrate. After 
speaking of the influence of Jesus on 
Mahatma Ghandi, the author states 
(pages 28): “And so the list can be mul- 
tiplied, including those whose life and 
service we cannot deny that Jesus will 
own, but who have not known his name 
or confessed his influence.”—Kenneth O. 
Bouton

white teeth and an engaging grin 

Just now he was playing with a 
group of boys in the yard of the Chil- 
dren’s Home. From time to time he 
looked up from the noisy play and cen- 
tered his dark eyes on the front gate. 

Soon an old car drove up and a man 
got out, and like a shot the boy Donny 
was playing with ran down the path to 
jump into his father’s arms. Donny 
looked at them for a moment as they 
hugged each other, pushed his fingers 
through his hair, then bravely confided 
to the boy next to him, “My mother is 
coming to see me, too.” 

But Donny’s mother didn’t come, 
either that day or the next or the next 
Outwardly Donny was confident. He told 
everyone, “My mother is coming to see 
me.” But as the days passed by he added 
the phrase, “I know she will.” Several 
weeks later he further qualified it with, 
“On my birthday. She’s coming to see 
me on my birthday.” 

At last that important day arrived, and 
it was with genuine relief that Donny’s 
housemother heard a call from the yard 
“Donny’s mother is here!” 

Quickly she settled the differences be- 
tween two little fighters, grabbed Donn) 
and hurried him downstairs to meet his 
mother. But Donny’s mother was hardly 
there before she was gone. The whole 
birthday visit had lasted five minutes. 


‘ He name was Donny and he lived in 


+ Many a Donny waits in vain for a par- 
ent’s visit in Children’s Homes all ove? 
our country. In the state of Illinois alone 
about seven thousand children are 
housed in public institutions. About 
seven thousand more live in _ foster 
homes. Thousands more could be placed 
if facilities were only available. Take 
into account 47 other states and you will 
have some idea of the desperate need. 
As it happened, there was a Home for 
Eleanor and Bud. You may have read 
about them in the newspapers, and the 
headlines which read: “Two children 
found deserted in unheated flat. Neigh- 
bors call police.”” You were indignant, of 
course. “How could anyone do such a 
thing!” you said to the lady next door 
as you were out hanging clothes. For 
several days sentiments about “those 
poor children” cropped up in your back- 
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somebody special 


yard conversation. Then you forgot the 
whole incident. 

But what happened to Eleanor and 
Bud? They were placed in a Children’s 
Home. Listen as six year old Eleanor 
tells of her experience, her voice almost 
expressionless, her pale blue eves looking 
out from under long, wavy bangs. 

“Bud and I were waiting for Daddy to 
come home,” she says. “It was supper 
time and we were hungry. Daddy always 
got Our supper ’cause Momma was dead. 
Bud said, ‘Daddy will be here pretty 
quick. We’ll wait.’ It got cold, and Bud 
got me a sweater. He’s bigger than me— 
he’s eight. We waited and waited. Then 
Bud said, ‘Let’s make some peanut butter 
sandwiches.’ So we did. We drank some 
milk, too. After a while I put on my coat 
and Bud put on his coat. And we waited 
some more. 

“We kept watching for Daddy but he 
didn’t come. We got sleepy, but we kept 
on waiting. Then Bud said, ‘Look, the 
lights are all out across the street. We’d 
better go to bed. Daddy will come while 
we are asleep.’ So we went to bed. The 
next morning we woke up early. It was 
cold. We ran to look in Daddy’s bed, but 
he wasn’t there. He never did come back. 
We never saw him again.” 


+ How could anyone be so heartless as 
to desert his own child? Yet many chil- 
dren are in Homes for that very reason. 
Others are there because of a sick moth- 
er; or perhaps a father is in a mental 
institution. Most frequently they are 
there because of a broken home; parents 
are separated or divorced and there is no 
place in the new life for the children. 
Illegitimacy accounts for 23 per cent of 
those in foster or children’s Homes. The 
death of the mother accounts for nine 
per cent, and the death of the father 
eight per cent. 

It is a common misconception that 
most of the children in Homes are 
orphans. Actually, in the state of Illi- 
nois, only two out of a hundred have lost 
both parents. And these are often more 
fortunate than the rest, for they are 
eligible for adoption. 

Another popular but erroneous idea 
is that what these children need most 
of all is toys for Christmas. But, while it 
would be tragic for some neglected boy 
or girl not to have a present to open on

July, 


Christ’s birthday, that is not likely. Most 
Children’s Homes are snowed under with 
toys at Christmas time. 

The other eleven months of the year 
are much more important, for during 
that time many of these children are 
forgotten. Little noses are pressed 
against the window panes while their 
owners look in vain for visitors. Each 
little fellow, each little girl, longs to be 
somebody special to someone. But no- 
body comes, nobody writes, and nobody 
seems to care. 

Take Charles, for example. He was 4 
sweet, outgoing child of seven when he 
was placed in a Home. Blond, with blue 
eyes, and blessed with a sunny disposi- 
tion, he was a pleasure to have around. 
He loved to share with his housemother 
the little things he made at school. But 
his father never came to see him, and 
his mother couldn’t. She was dying of 
cancer. 

How much more pleasant his life 
would have been had some Christian 
taken him under his wing. Though he 
was not eligible for adoption someone 
could have come to see him on visiting 
days, someone could have sent him a 
card on his birthday or taken him for a 
ride on a Sunday afternoon. And—if the 
Home permitted it—some might even 
have invited him into their home to 
spend a few days in the summer time. 


+ BEFRIENDING a child, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, does not mean buying some- 
thing for him. Neither does it mean 
doing something for him. It is doing some- 
thing with him that helps most. A mu- 


sical child who has no opportunity to 


exercise his talent would benefit immeas- 
urably by the companionship of one who 
is interested in music. And the boy who 
loves to tinker with tools would think he 
was in the seventh heaven if some Chris- 
tian invited him to spend some time in 
his workshop. And if somewhere along 
the way he were introduced to the Great 
Carpenter how wonderful that would be! 

In some areas help is available only 
after the child becomes delinquent. Chil- 
dren released from Homes are peculiarly 
susceptible to delinquency. For instance, 
a large proportion of teenage girls leav- 
ing Homes become unwed mothers with- 
in a year. Not that they are “prone” to 
promiscuity, but only that in their great 


longing for acceptance, for companion- 
ship, they are far more subject to temp- 
tation. 

Ought not a Christian helping hand be 
extended while they are younger, while 
they are having their brush with heart- 
ache? If they knew that someone on the 
outside really cared, how much more 
likely they would hold steady when 
temptation came! 

You will observe that I am not talking 
here about establishing classes within a 
Home for the purpose of teaching chil- 
dren the Bible or leading them to Christ. 
That is a good and necessary thing. But 
it is a group situation, with which they 
are all too familiar. They get up in the 
morning in groups. They do their chores 
in groups. They go to school, play, and 
even go to bed in groups. What the child 
needs most of all is special Christian 
care and attention that are all his. He 
needs to be someone special to a Chris- 
tian who will love him and show him 
that he loves him in many different ways 
—someone who will be truly a parent by 
proxy. 


+ How can the average Christian fit 
into this picture? What should be his 
procedure in going about to help these 
boys and girls? First of all, he should 
make friends with the members of the 
staff of the Home nearest him. This is a 
“must” before anything else is done. As 
a starter he might take a tour through 
the Home. The staff must feel that you 
are a person to be trusted before they 
will let you befriend one of their chil- 
dren. They wouldn’t turn a child over to 
a stranger any more than you would one 
of yours. 

After coming to the Home several 
times, the prospective parent by proxy 
might offer to teach the child a craft of 
some kind. Children who have gone 
through tragedy often gain new courage 
when they can master a skill. It might 
be knitting, sewing, turning out a pretty 
colored picture, or helping to make 
Christmas presents for his friends. A 
number of hours spread over a period 
of weeks could be spent in teaching this 
skill. About this time the interested 
Christian might offer to visit a child who 
does not usually have visitors. Then, 
after a few visits, he might ask permis- 
sion to have the child at his home.

Through- 
out Eleanor’s stay at the Home the 
Andersons were her best friends. Later, 
they heard of some of her experiences as 
she went from foster home to foster 
home, and their hearts were sad. Then, 
talking with the authorities about it, 
they discovered that she had become 
adoptable. Joyfully they received her 
as their own child. When last I saw her 
she was a happy, poised teenager—all 
because two Christians cared enough to 
do something about a child’s need. 


+ AT this point you may be saying, but 
who can be a parent by proxy? The 
answer is, anyone who will take the time 
and trouble. You don’t have to qualify 
for adopting a child, so many are eligi- 
ble who would not otherwise be. You 
don’t have to be married—and that lets 
in a lot more. Moreover, you don’t have | 
to be under forty—which permits older 
people who have already raised a family 
to befriend one of these youngsters. 

To give an example, a school teacher 
I know was interested in a boy in her 
room who was placed ina Home. Through | 
the years she kept in touch with him. 
When as a young man he entered the 
armed forces the only home tie he had 
was his old school teacher. All thai 
meant to him in his hour of loneliness 
no one could measure. 

That is why I am writing this article. 
The time to help them is now. Will you

Can Good Come Out of This? 


Dear Friends: 

I’ve been talking to a young friend 
about something that isn’t very popular 
among the younger set. It has to do with 
self-control (a better word is discipline). 
I can hear some of you groan, “Oh, no! 
We’re on vacation—don’t talk about 
school!” 

What I am talking about has nothing 
to do with school. But it does have to do 
with you and, if you afe a normal young 
person, you are interested in you—even 
if it is a part of you you’d rather forget. 

But, to get back to my young friend. 
He was very unhappy—thought every- 
thing bad had happened to him. He’s 
going to summer school (and doesn’t 
want to!), he didn’t get the summer job 
he wanted, his steady girl broke up with 
him, he’s in debt to his dad for cracking 
up the family car and he says he doesn’t 
have one close friend he can confide in. 
(That’s why he came to me.) 

It looks like Tom (that’s not his real 
name) got all the tough breaks—or did 
he? Would you like a recap on our con- 
versation? 

Take summer school. Tom flunked 
geometry and Spanish. Yet Tom’s no 
slouch when it comes to brains. In fact, 
he’s a real sharp fellow, and he could 
make straight A’s if he really wanted to. 
But he fooled around instead of studying. 

Now, about that summer job. Tom had 
been working all school year on Satur- 
days at a grocery store. Several other 
fellows also worked there. When time 
came to choose fellows for summer jobs, 
even though Tom had been there longer, 
he wasn’t chosen. Tough break again? 
No. When the other boys were working 
hard, Tom was talking to the check-out 
girl or working just half-heartedly. ; 

All right, then, how about the girl 
friend? Surely it wasn’t Tom’s fault his 
girl let him down. I’m not so sure. Tom 
says she only went with him until some- 
one better came along. When I asked 
why he wanted to go steady with her to 


begin with, the only thing good about his 
answer was its honesty. Tom isn’t proud 
of his reasons for going with Ann (that’s 
not her real name, either). 

Cracking up the family car was the 
same story—all his fault. He was speed- 
ing, took a curve too fast and took a 
tree with it. About his having no friends, 
I don’t think it is as bad as Tom thinks; 
but if it is, I know why, for I know some 
of Tom’s friends and what they say. He 
wants his way in everything—it’s Tom 
first and his friends second. 

So, after looking at the whole situa- 
tion, Tom had to admit it was lack of 
self-control, or discipline, that caused it 
all. 

Feeling sorry for Tom? Don’t. Tom is 
okay and there are two reasons why.

HIS is the time of year when my hobby ceases to be a 
hobby and becomes a real job. Right now I’m in the mid- 
dle of preparing my sheep for the County Fair. But be- 
fore I go into that maybe you'd like to know how I hap- 
pened to become interested in raising sheep in the first place. 

My hobby dates from Christmas, 1954, when I received a 
ewe and twin lambs for a Christmas present. We had pur- 
chased a farm shortly before--I was twelve then and “as green 
as the hills.” I joined the 4-H Club and learned the meaning 
of the 4-H pledge. Do you know what it is? 

“I pledge my head to clearer thinking, my heart to greater 
loyalty, my hands to larger service, and my health to better 
living, for my club, my community, and my country.” 

It wasn’t long before I realized that sheep raising is a year- 
round job. During the fall, all the stock must be wormed 
before breeding begins. The sheep are then turned out to 
pasture. Breeding usually occurs during the cool evenings of 
September and October. After the ewes are bred, they are fed 
grain and hay. It is necessary to give them extra feed besides 
pasture grass while the ewes are carrying their lambs. 


+ LaMBING time is one of the busiest times in the sheep year. 
It begins around Christmas and sometimes continues through 
March depending on the date of breeding. Most ewes make 
good mothers and accept their lambs immediately. Occasion- 
ally, however, a ewe, lambing for the first time, will refuse her 
lamb. Then it is necessary to hold the animal so that her 
lamb may nurse. Sometimes the newborn lamb is too weak 
to stand up and nurse alone. Then the ewe must be milked, 
the milk transferred to a baby bottle and the lamb fed. 
Usually the lamb will become stronger after one or two of 
these feedings. 

To avoid losing animals, it is always a good idea to watch 
carefully for ewes that are having trouble lambing and for 
weak lambs. Nearly every sheep breeder has spent many a 
cold night in his barn, waiting for the new arrivals! 
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Before the lambs are three weeks old, their tails must be 
cut off, or “docked.” There are two methods of docking. The 
first and quickest is to cut the tails with a sharp knife. The 


second method involves the placing of a rubber band around 
the tail, near the rump. This cuts off the circulation. Afte1 
about two weeks the tails drop off. When tails are docked b) 
this method they do not bleed. If the lamb has received a 
tetanus shot there is no danger of lockjaw. 


+ WHEN spring comes and the grass begins to cover the hill- 
sides, the ewes with their lambs are again turned out to pas- 
ture. Spring months bring shearing time. This is one of the 
most important times of the year for most sheepmen, becaus¢ 
wool often constitutes half their profit. Sheep shearers travel 
from farm to farm, some times shearing 70 head a day. The 
wool is rolled into neat bundles, tied with twine, and sold to 
wool dealers. 

For many sheep breeders and 4-H members (like myself) 
the beginning of summer means that Fair time is drawing 
near. Next to lambing time, this is probably the busiest time 
of the year. At the Fairs, breeders are able to compete against 
other breeders for prizes and ribbons. Nearly every county 
with 4-H Clubs sponsors an annual County Fair. There 4-H 
members can usually compete against each other in the 4-H 
classes. They can also compete against larger breeders in th¢ 
Open classes. 

Before showing at the Fair, long hours must be spent mak- 
ing each animal as neat and attractive as possible. First the 
animals that are to be shown must have a bath. This may 
sound unnecessary but when you consider the dirt and grease 
that accumulates in the wool during one year’s time, you can 
see that a bath is really a must. The animal to be bathed is 
put on a blocking stand. This piece of equipment resembles 
a table with a board sticking up at one end. The board has 
a V shaped cut in it, through which the sheep’s head is placed 
To the board is fastened a strap which goes over the sheep’s

neck. The sheep is unable to jump and move around with its 
head fastened to the stand. After wetting the wool thoroughly, 
soap is worked in and the animal is washed clean. 

After its bath, the sheep must be covered by a blanket of 
some kind to keep the wool clean and free from sticks and 
twigs. It takes about 25 hours for the wool to dry thoroughly. 
After that a special procedure known as “blocking” is used 
to get a full, square rounded effect. The sheep is again placed 
on the blocking stand. First the wool is washed with a wet 
rag then combed with brushes, called “cards.” The cards are 
made of tiny wires set in rows, which pick out dirt and loosen 
the tangled fiber. 

After the animals have been carded thoroughly a pair of 
shears resembling lawn shears are used to cut the wool off. 
First, the back is trimmed and then the sides. The object is 
to get a square effect when viewed from the rear. The job is 
one of constant trimming and carding. Because it is neces- 
sary to avoid bumps and ridges, progress is slow. The end 
result, however, is a beautiful, well-groomed animal. 


+ THE day before the Fair opens is an exciting time. Breeders 
from miles around arrive with their animals, and each breeder 
is assigned his own separate pen. Usually he must provide the 
feed and bedding for his animals. At the County Fair breed- 
ers live near enough to return home at night, but at the State 
Fair 4-H exhibitors stay in dormitories provided for them. 

Sometimes the owners prove to be more interesting than the 
animals. I’ll never forget the sight of one breeder as she was 
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lll., is a high school junior. Her hobby is raising prize-winning sheep. 


perched on top of a trunk in front of her pen. She was 
dressed in a beaded cashmere sweater, tailored slacks, fancy 
cowboy boots with a mink coat thrown over her shoulders. 
She happened to raise oil wells as well as sheep, and offered 
quite a contrast to the rest of us in our plaid shirts and jeans. 

When a breeder exhibits his sheep he must lead it into the 
show ring. Because the use of show halters is not allowed, 
he must hold onto his sheep at all times. It creates quite a 
stir when one gets loose and runs wild. A judge weighs the 
good and bad points of each animal and awards prizes accord- 
ingly. The final class for championships is made up of all the 
winners of the previous classes. Winning a championship 
class is a real honor, for the constant care that a breeder 
gives to his stock becomes apparent at Fair time. 

Sheep raising has been a wonderful experience for me. It 
has taught be to have more patience when working with 
animals and that has carried over into my human relation- 
ships. I have also gained bookkeeping experience by keeping 
records of my expenses and profits. Hard work? Yes. But the 
satisfaction received is well worth it. 

Well, I have to go now. My sheep are Calling me. 
at the Fair?

We went 
on tours to California, Florida, and New 
England the years I was in it. Lot of fun. 

Yes, that’s true. Often you will iind 








that the most profitable activity for you 
is in your church. Teaching a Sunday 
school class or leading a club for boys or 
girls is a rewarding experience. In a 
Christian college like this one many ac- 
tivities of this sort are sponsored by the 
school. You might find a chance to work 
with the underprivileged people of the 
community or with high school young 
people. 


+ TuHE chapel is one of the older build- 
ings on campus. A good place to come to 
for devotions. You can be sure of being 
free from interruption here. It’s easy to 
neglect devotional life at college with 
all of the things you have to do. You 
have to set a time apart, just as if it were 
a class on your schedule. 

There are several good churches in 
town. Might be a good idea to go to 
each of them before you make your 
choice. It’s not a good habit to keep cir- 
culating, though. Much of the church’s 
value for Christians is the fellowship it 
provides. If you skip around, you won't 
get to fellowship with any of the people. 

Maybe you haven't noticed this in high 
school, but I find that when the day is 
departmentalized into time for history, 
time for German, time for chemistry, 
etc., it’s easy to have a time for the 
Lord. Just as though it were separate 
from everything else. But Christianity 
must be applied to every facet of life. It 
took me quite a while to realize that I 
was departmentalizing my Christian ex- 
perience. When I woke up, I was de- 
lighted with the way I could relate the 
subject matter of my classes and the 
experiences of various activities to my 
Christian faith. 


+ THERE is one thing I have against a 
Christian college like this one. There is 
no opposition. It’s too easy to take your 
faith for granted. There is no practice 
in standing against attacks. You can 
forget all about the need of people out- 
side. And yet it’s necessary to keep in 
contact with life, since we’ll be facing it 
later on. 

There are plenty of advantages in a 
Christian college, though. The people 
you meet, the integrated Christian out- 
look you develop, and the chances for

You can’t keep 
sin locked out of a Christian college. 

The atmosphere in a secular schoo! is 
much different. I attended one my fresh- 
man year. After being in a public high 
school, you can see what some of the 
problems would be for a Christian. 

There’s a great opportunity for wit- 
nessing at a secular college. It’s different 
from high school because you are living 
with non-Christians day in and day out 
There are plenty of bull-sessions where 
you not only have a chance to state your 
faith, but you are expected to. I found 
out a lot about what I believed by having 
to defend it. 

Of course, there’s a social problem in 
such a college. There are many things 
most people do there that a Christian 
could not do. You have to be ready to 
give reasons for your actions, too. You 
can’t just isolate yourself from society. 
That would prevent you from witnessing 
aiid strengthening your faith through 
conflict.

An independent or unaffiliated schoo!

course and two-year pre-college Bible

languages. Nine full-time and _ three 
part-time faculty members serve the 


institute, which emphasizes personalized 
instruction and individual attention 
Costs: a tuition charge of $8 per semes- 
ter hour; fees totaling $16.50 per semes- 
ter (these include hospital-medical 
insurance), and a semester room-and- 
board charge of $225 (fall).

this title for my article this month. I 

was talking with a man recently re- 
tired from business. For about forty years 
he had belonged to the dynamic Chris- 
tian fellowship associated with his par- 
ticular work. He told me with pride of 
the meetings that had been held—prayer 
meetings, evangelistic services, programs 
of all kinds. He himself had been a keen 
distributor of tracts and a vigorous sup- 
porter of open-air witness. Almost all of 
his spare time had been given up to such 
work. I asked him how many people had 
been won to Christ through it all, and 
I was amazed when he could not tell me 
of a single person who had been con- 
verted! 

Now, when all allowance has been 
made for the hardness of people’s hearts 
(which was his explanation of the fail- 
ure), there must still be something wrong 
somewhere. We need not only to witness 
but to win. 

See, for example, Proverbs 11:30. Who 
is the “wise man” in this verse? Do you 
think, from what the verse says, that it 
matters whether our witness succeeds 
or not? Some people say our responsi- 
bility is over once we have borne our 
witness. Do you think they are right? 

What was the promise of the Lord 
Jesus in Luke 5:10? Was Simon going to 
be a successful or an unsuccessful fisher 
of men? 

Of course, you cannot always judge 
the value of a work for the Lord solely 
by numerical results. But Scripture clear- 
ly teaches that if we are witnessing in 
the right way there should be some fruit.

So we need to find out what is the right 
way. 


+ First of all, look up Acts 1:8, where 
you will find one piece of essential equip- 
ment for the soul-winner. What is it? 
Now see Acts 2:4. What happened to the 
disciples? It certainly fitted them to wit- 
ness, as you see at the end of the verse. 
What did the Spirit give them? 

This ties in closely with our study last 
month. Look that up if you have your 
copy handy. Refresh your memory on 
how you can be filled with the Spirit, 
and make sure you are before you go any 
further. 

Now we will see another essential qual- 
ification for soul-winning. Turn to Sec- 
ond Kings 4:8 and 9. This is part of a 
delightful story. We can imagine how the 
generous woman and her husband one 
day noticed a weary traveler passing 
through their town and invited him in 
for a meal. We can picture the friendship 
that sprang up, and the invitation to 
come again when he was in their area. 

But after a few visits, the woman be- 
gan to notice something deeper.

Now use 
your imagination and write down some 
things in Elisha’s behavior as a guest 
that may have led her to her conclusion.

We find one other essential qualifica- 
tion for soul-winning in the Epistle to 
the Romans, chapter 9, verses 1 to 3 and 
chapter 10, verse 1. How would you de- 
scribe the quality in these verses that 
made Paul such a fine soul-winner? It 
is something without which you or I will 
never take our witnessing for Christ 
seriously. 


+ WE have seen that witnessing is not 
the kind of activity into which one can 
plunge without real spiritual prepara- 
tion. We must ask ourselves what hints 
Scripture gives about how our witness 
can most successfully be given. 

One important principle is that we 
should set out to win people’s respect 
and friendship. They will not listen to 
us until they have gotten to know us and 
to consider us as friends. Take, for ex- 
ample, the case of Joseph in Genesis 
39:3, 4 and 21. Did Joseph arouse the 
hostility of Potiphar and the keeper of 
the prison, or did they like him? 

Think also of Daniel. Look at Danie) 
1:9. Daniel did not give a belligerent and 
offensive witness. What had to come 
first? Find other people whose friend- 
ship Daniel won, chapters 5:10 to 12 
and 6:1 to 3. Think of the opportunities 
for witness that these contacts brought 
him. Learn the value of patience in 


| witnessing and of gaining the friendship 


courtesy and respect of those you seek 
to win. 

Another vital principle is in Romans 
10:1. Besides heart-desire, what does Paul 
tell us in this verse that he put into his 
witness to the Israelites? Why is this so 


| important? John 16:8 and the end of 
| First Corinthians 12:3 should give you 


the answer. We need to pray that the 
Spirit will do His work in the lives of 
our friends. Now find another thing we 
must pray for in Acts 4:29. 


+ NExT month we are going to see from 
the Scriptures how actually to lead some- 
one to Christ. This is the point to which 
all our witnessing must lead. This is the 
“catch” we have in mind when we go 
“fishing”! This is the “reaping” we aim 
at when we “sow.” 

Let us finish for this time by seeing 
what must be the central subject of our 
witness. Acts 8:35 gives us a lesson in 
soul-winning. What topic should we con- 


| stantly bring our witness back to? If we 
are not witnessing about the Lord Jesus 


we are not witnessing at all. Your church, 
your way of life, your views on current 
questions, your religious opinions, are all 
secondary and unimportant compared 
with your testimony to. what Christ 
means to you. 

But Jesus Christ will not be the cen- 
ter of your witness until He is the center 
of your life. Is He? END

have received many gifts, but two are 

special in my memory because the 
giver, or givers, have kept their secrets 
well. The objects they gave are long 
since gone, but I am fascinated and 
cheered now, nearly twenty years later, 
by the mystery of my personal “who- 
dunits.” 

In the late 1930’s I was one indigent 
student who worked her way through 
college. This is not rare for there were 
many such, but I think I had less means 
of support than most. 

My support was invisible. I was going 
to school on the promise of my Lord: 
“When my father and mother forsake 
(can not help) me, then the Lord will 
take me up” (Psalm 27:10). 

Now this promise, although invisible, 
was good; if you don’t count the three 
summers and the three years of teach- 
ing after graduation to pay off debts, you 
can say we (the Lord and I) made it 
in four years. 

I received cash, loans, work grants, 
scholarships, offerings, used clothing, new 
clothing, unusable clothing, loans of 
books, fatherly advice, etc., from more 
aunts, uncles, ministers, minister’s wives, 
great uncles, professors, housemothers, 
deans of women, alumni, friends of the 
college and from the college itself than 
I could remember if I tried. 


+ But now about those special gifts. One 
cold afternoon, in my sophomore year, I 
came to my room after class, dropped a 
stack of books on my desk and saw on 
my dormitory cot a brown paper bag 
from a department store. 

It contained a little dark green felt 
hat and a pair of warm gloves. They 
were not “hand-me-downs.” They still 
carried the store look, although there 
were no tags. The hat matched the green 
wool dress that was my best, and looked 
well with my gray coat—the gray coat 
that had pockets a little stretched from 
serving as hand-warmers. 

None of the girls on that floor knew 
anything about a sack being left for me. 
The house mother did admit she had 
delivered it to my room, but she said 
quite firmly that the giver did not wish 
his, or her, or their names revealed.

confidence. So—that was that. 

I wore that hat and gloves with much 
freedom. They had never belonged to 
anyone else.
